Liberals See Election This

OTTAWA (CP) - "How 
long will this Parliament 
last?” 

The question is usually 
asked in relation to the defeat 
of the minority Liberal gov¬ 
ernment in the Commons. But 
an increasing number of MPs 


now feel Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau won't wait for defeat. 

“Why should he?" asks one 
Liberal MP. "Why should we 
put ourselves in the position 
of explaining away a defeat 
when we could go to the peo¬ 
ple on our own initiative?" 

Another member added "I 


know that Mr. Trudeau is 
thinking this way." 

Many Liberals predict that 
if the public opinion polls give 
the party any reason whatev¬ 
er for optimism - and one 
MP defined this as "just hold¬ 
ing our own" — the prime 
minister will dissolve Parlia¬ 
ment before this year is out. 


“Wed he crazy to wait 
around for a defeat in the 
Commons," said another lib¬ 
eral. "We’d automatically be 
on the defensive going into 
the campaign." 

While a high proportion of 
Liberals appear to feel this 
way, some refuse to discuss it 
openly — apparently in fear 


that the New Democratic 
Party may beat<4hem to the 
punch and join the Conserva¬ 
tives in a Commons vote 
against the government.

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Arab Guerrillas Surrender 


KHARTOUM (UPI) - 
Black September guerrillas, 
who killed two U.S. diplomats 
and a Belgian, surrendered at 
9 p.m. B.C. time Saturday 
and released their remaining 
hostages, the Sudan news 
agency said. 

The bodies of the Ameri¬ 
cans and the Belgian charge 
d'affaires were sent to a hos¬ 
pital. 


The agency said the guerril¬ 
las, who had invaded the 
Saudi Arabian embassy and 
seized their hostages on 
Thursday, surrendered in re¬ 
sponse to an appeal from the 
Sudan government, the 
agency said. 

The surrender came aft©*- 
the guerrillas had rejected 
previous demands anu 
they had mined the embassy.

SAIGON (CP) — The new 
International Commission of 
Control and Supervision 
(ICCS), alter only 30 days of 
operation, is showing disturb¬ 
ing signs of age. 

The face of the ICCS is 
being lined with the wrinkles 
of its predecessor, the old In¬ 
ternational Control Commis¬ 
sion (IOC). 

To an optimist it’s the wear 
and tear of the first hectic 
days of organization that has 
caused some obvious wounds 
in the new four-country 
ICCS. 

But to a pessimist, it’s the 
same old story with even 
some of the same old faces. 

Some of the Canadian and 
Polish officers who served on 
the old IOC are here. Only the 
Indians are missing. 

The new members of the 
ICCS, Hungary and Indonesia, 
have already lined up on op¬ 
posite sides of the fence. The 
Canadians and the Poles seem 
to be renewing old battles. 

In at least two showdown 
votes that have been recorded 
at commission meetings so 
far, the lineup has been the 
Canadians and Indonesians 
against the Poles and Hungar¬ 
ians. 

In other words, a stalemate. 
The result is no action.

Canada ‘Sure’ To Quit 


PARIS (UPI) — Canada is "99 per cent 
certain" to quit the ICCS in Vietnam, diplo¬ 
matic sources here said Saturday. 

But in Ottawa, Canadian Press reports 
that External Affairs Minister Mitchell Sharp 
said on his return from the talk^ that while 
final arrangements "didn't quite suit us," no 
decision has been taken on whether to with¬ 
draw. 

Sharp said the next step will be to wait 


and see how the international agreement 
works out before making that decision. 

In Paris, sources said Sliarp told France 
privately that he was angry' at the final ar¬ 
rangements and that Canada would not be 
able to function as as an ICCS member and 
that it was "99 per cent certain" Canada will 
quit the commission later this month. 

Canada is committed to serving until 
March 30 — with a possible extension to the 
end of April. 


The tense exchange took 
place throughout Saturday 
evening. Sudanese troops sur¬ 
rounded the embassy and eva¬ 
cuated nearby homes after 
the threat to blow up the 
building was made. 

The remaining hostages 
were Saudi Arabian Ambas¬ 
sador Sheik Abdulla Malhouk 
ar^i his wife, who had volun¬ 
tarily stayed with her hus¬ 
band, and Jordanian Charge 
d’affaires Adliel Nazir.

(CP) — An inquest into one of 
the most controversial air 
crashes in Canadian history 
ended Saturday night when a 
six-man jury declared that 
Marten Hartwell’s "inexperi¬ 
ence" in flying a Beechcraft 
18 contributed to the crash 
that resulted in the deaths of 
three persona.

Ttie jury also found that "all 
instruments necessary for 
night flights" in Hartwell’s 
plane were not in proper 
working condition.

The jury said third victim, 
David Kootook, a 14-year-old 
Eskimo boy who lived for 23 
days after the crash, died of 
starvation. 

Hartwell crashed 180 miles 
off course in the western Arc¬ 
tic while taking the nurse and 
her two patients on an emer¬ 
gency evacuation from Cam¬ 
bridge Bay, N.W.T., on a 


500-mile flight to Yellowknife, 
where there is a hospital. 

Hartwell, suffering two bro¬ 
ken legs and a fractured 
kneecap and driven by hunger 
after the boy’s death to eating 
the flesh of Miss Hill, was res¬ 
cued after 32 days. 

The jury’s first recommen¬ 
dation concerned Hartwell. 

"The jury feels strongly 
that Marten Hartwell had a 
moral obligation to appear at 
the inquest. .."

NEW YORK (UPI) — London banker Guy 
Field says the U.S. dollar crisis could lead to a de¬ 
pression on the scale of the 1930s. 

The director of Samuel Montagu and Co. Ltd. 
told CBS-TV news in London that the entire mone¬ 
tary system might crumble, “which I think c^n 
only lead us into recession or depression — in the 
fact that business has lost complete confidence in 
money, there will be lack of investment. And there 
will be a lack of ability to trade. And eventually 
you can lead yourself very quickly into a recession, 
into a depression.” 

Asked how severe the crisis could become, 
Field said it could be on a “very severe scale, par¬ 
ticularly in Europe.” 


Indian Seige Nears End 


Gaullists Face Big Test

PARIS — More than 30 mil¬ 
lion French voters vote today 
and they are expected to hand 
the governing Gaulltst-led co¬ 
alition a severe rebuff and 
mark a strong swing to the 
left. 

The government parties, in 
power for 15 years, may lose 
100 or more seats and emerge 
from today’s ballot and the 
follow-up run-off voting 
March 11 with fewer than the 
246 seats needed for a clear 
majority in the National As¬ 
sembly—the lower bouse. 

There are 3,092 candidates 


running for 473 seats in 
France and another 66 after 
17 seats representing French 
overseas territories. 

But the Socialist-Communist 
union is not expected to gain 
a working majority and the 
balance of power could lie 
with the smaH centrist reform 
movement It is pledged to 
support a Gaullist-led govern 
ent, but only at the price of 
policy changes. 

Public opinion polls show 
the leftist front headed by So¬ 
cialist Francois Mitterrand 
and Communist Georges Mar- 


chais holding a lead of II per 
cent over the Gaullists under 
Premier Pierre Messmer and 
their allies, the Independent 
Republicans led by Finance 
Minister Valery Glscard d’Es- 
taing and the Centre for De¬ 
mocracy and Progress of Cul¬ 
ture Minister Jacques Duha- 
mel. 

Should the leftist wave 
prove stronger than expected 
and lead to a majority, 
France would face a severe 
crisis. President Georges 
Pompidou has said he would 
not call on a leftist leader to 
form a government with poli¬ 


cies clearly opposed to his 
own. 

The three-week election 
campaign closed at midnight 
Friday night with Messmer, 
, in a television broadcast, tell¬ 
ing voters: "Be faithful to 
yourselves and above all think 
of France.” 

Pursuing the Gaullist line 
that the Soolaliit-Communist 
alliance, if elected, would 
wreak economic havoc in 
France, he said Gaullism has 
brought prosperity and has 
"assured the fastest social 
progress we have ever 
known."

LONDON (AP) — Prince 
Charles has branded the au¬ 
tomobile "the most destruc 
tive plaything man has ever 
known." 

The 24-year-old prince, who 
drives a 516.800 Aston Martin 
that can hit 160 miles an hour, 
said in a preface to an envi¬ 
ronmental road survey that 
cars are helping to scar Bri¬ 
tain’s countryside because 
they need "precious ... acres 
of concrete and tarmac." 

He added: *\jnjike man¬ 
kind, it cannot adopt or mu¬ 
tate to the new ecological 
niche. We are committed to a 
machine which requires 
tracks to be scoured across 
precious countryside.’’ 

The Royal Automobile Club 
found the prince’s words "un¬ 
believable” and added: 
"Motor transport Is the life¬ 
blood of the nation.” 

The automobile association 
said: "The prince ought to 
know better. He should know 
the car is an economic neces¬ 
sity of lifE.” 


WOUNDED KNEE, S.D. 
(AP) — A major 
breakthrough that appeared 
might end the four-day old 
seige on the tiny hamlet of 
Wounded Knee was an¬ 
nounced Saturday night. 

A coalition of clergymen, a 
spokesman for the so-called 
"hostages " the owner of the 
property that was seized, and 
American Indian Movement 
(A.I.M.) leaders announced a 
four-point proposal they Were 
taking to the justice depart¬ 
ment. 

The proposal stipulates that 
federal officers be removed 
from the Wounded Knee area 
immediately, that restitution 
be made for personal proper¬ 
ty loss, that A.I.M. vacate the 
village as soon as possible 
and that a contingent of South 
Dakota clergymen be as¬ 
signed to observe the proce¬ 
dures. ** ' 


There was also indication 
that the justice department 
was in a conciliatry mood. A 
spokesman for the depart¬ 
ment said that a ceasefire 
had been agreed upon, and 


that as part of the agreement 
armored personnel carriers 
on the perimeter of the vil¬ 
lage would be removed. 

By early evening there was 
no sTfeftt of the carriers.

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Brick Does Trick 


TO BE TRUTHFUL about it. I’ve been 
rubbing my hands in anticipation of a local 
water crisis for some time now. Earlier this 
week you might have noted that naturalist 
Freeman King was a little concerned with 
the lack of precipitation in our area so far 
this year. King said that while the water 
situation isn’t that serious at the present, it 
could be if we don’t get moi*e rain. 

Wonderful. Maybe I can grab off a mean¬ 
ingful number of homeowners for my water 
conservation plan. Actually, it’s not my plan 
at all, I’m just acting as the middleman for 
a New Jersey housewife who brought it to 
fruition in the city of Cherry Hills, N.J. 
some time ago. 

□ 

MRS. TILLY SPETGANG became con¬ 
cerned about fresh water reserves in the 
area and concluded we all waste an in¬ 
ordinate amount of water every year. She 
was concerned, not just for her own usage, 
but for the future — for yet unborn genera¬ 
tions and damned it she didn’t come up with 
a conservation' idea. What’s more, she sold 
the wholp thing to her city council and 
they've been singing her praises ever since. 

Height of simplicity. Buy a brick and 
stick it in the water closet of your toilet 
and sit back for the water savings. 

□ 

1 THINK right about this juncture the 
usual disclaimer should be added. I do not 
own a brickyard, have no relatives owning 
or working in brickyards and have no stock 
in any brickyard. 

Now for the logic. It seems the average 
toilet tank holds roughly eight gallons of 
water, which is considerably more than 
necessary to flush the thing effectively. 
Matter of faet, manufacturers now concede 
a tank holdir^ about three and one-half gal¬ 
lons is enough to do the flushing. It seems 
reasonable we are flushing away millions of 
gallons of good water, water we can never 
retrieve. 

□ 

THE BRICK bit is easy. Take a brick, 
which measures about 2x4x8 inches, place 
it in the tank and save the amount of 
water it displaces. Works out to about one 
quart and if you add it up, using conserva¬ 
tive figures, you’ll find that on roughly 16 
flushes per day per four-member family, 


you’re saving four gallons a day. Stretch 
that over a year, taking off holiday time 
away from home and you total 1,400 gallons. 

Project it for the Greater Victoria area 
and the total comes to something like 70 
million gallons of pure water per year. I’ve 
no idea of the money saving, but it sure is a 
great water saving. 

□ 

THE NEW JERSEY woman interested 
her rouncil to the extent of the council, buy¬ 
ing enough bricks for the 17,000 homes in her 
city. That cost the council 52,000 and resulted 
in a water saving of 34,000,000 gallons the 
first year of Operation Brick. 

The city of Seattle heard of the project 
and calculated the same plan in Seattle would 
save 1,495,428,350 gallons from the placement 
of 409,679 bricks. 

In Cherry Hill the citizens, after digest- 4 
ing Mrs-. Spetgang’s plan, rallied around in 
great fashion. They dubbed it, “put a brick 
in your lank" and literally hundreds of peo¬ 
ple, most of them school or university stud¬ 
ents, volunteered to take the bricks around 
and place them in the toilets. 

□ 

MIND YOU, there were skeptics. A man 
in Puyallup, Washington, said the whole thing 
smacked of incredible ignorance and stupi¬ 
dity. Said that simply by bending the arm of 
the float they could save just as much water. 

Mrs. Spetgang wasn’t about to be cowed. 
She answered that bending the float lowers 
water pressure, which could cause problems. 
The main objection, however, Is that people 
simply won’t do it — they're concerned about 
damaging the toilet mechanism. Putting a 
brick in the tank doesn’t harm a thing. 

□ 

OUR AREA seems reasonably well sup¬ 
plied with water at the moment, but it 
doesn't necessarily follow we will always be 
so bountifully supplied. Now if the, mayors 
and reeves of Victoria, Saanich, Esquimau, 
Oak Bay, Langford, Metchosin, Colwood, 
Central Saanich and Sidney would lend their 
considerable backing, we could at least in¬ 
sure our water supply for a much longer 
period of time. 

I hope Skipper King puts his consider¬ 
able push behind the idea, too. I bought my 
brick this week. Why don’t you do the same 
this coming week?

About as long as it should 
take for you to drop some of 
that 45-pound weight gain. 
That is a lot of extra weight 
to be oarrying around, espe 
daily after the rigors of child¬ 
birth and considering the 
extra exertions required in 
caring for a new youngster. 


You also should see your 
doctor and get a. general 
check up. There are various 
physical reasons for faintness

'lb cause a hole in the ruof 
didn’t line up with a hole in 
the floor, no amount of expla¬ 
nation by American and South 
Vietnamese officers could 
convince the Hungarian and 
Polish members that the 
same shell, or even if it was a 
shell, was responsible. 

Then there was the Khe 
Sanh incident, in which the 
South Vietnamese and Ameri¬ 
cans said missiles had lieen 
installed in the South Viet¬ 
namese territory since the 
ceasefire. 

The Canadians and In¬ 
donesians voted to inves¬ 
tigate.

Canada and Indonesia 
asked for another meeting to 
reconsider the previous deci¬ 
sion. and- allow the IOCS team 
to visit the site to determine 
whether the evidence was fab¬ 
rication. 

The meeting was called, but 
the result was the same. 

There is also the Hue and 
Da Nang incidents where 
North Vietnamese represent¬ 
atives of the JMC have been 
attacked and injured by 
mobs. The North Vietnamese 
have retaliated by pulling 
their representatives out of 
those areas and back to Sai¬ 
gon, a serious setback in the 
operation of the IOCS. 

That matter now is lagged 
down in discussion at the 
ICCS in Saigon.

The question is will it, or 
can it, work, or will it turn 
into another ineffective tool 
like the old IOC. 

The old IOC had a unanimi¬ 
ty rule. If all three members 
did not agree no report could 
be made. They seldom did. 

The new IOCS has no such 
rule, a point on which Canada 
insisted and which is credited 
with giving the new organiza¬ 
tion a better chance of suc¬ 
cess. 

There have been some mi¬ 
nority reports already, mainly 
by Canada, but they don’t ap¬ 
pear to have had much effect 
on the situation. 

“The decision on whether 
we remain here or pull out 
after the 60-day initial period 
will be made in Ottawa," said 
one Canadian delegate.

Although making no definite 
comment, the controlled Sovi¬ 
et newspapers showed by 
their coverage that Moscow 
disapproves of the killings. 

Moscow has supported 
Palestinian liberation move¬ 
ments, but is making clear it 
wants to disassociate itself 
from such terrorist activities. 

A Tass report from Beirut 
quoted Yasir Arafat of the Pal¬ 
estine Liberation Organization 
as saying in a telegram to 
Sudanese President Jaafar el 
Numairi that his organization 
“had nothing to do with the 
incident in Khartoum." Ara¬ 
fat has been a frequent visitor 
to Moscow and has been pro¬ 
mised Soviet supr>ort.

BRUSSELS (UPI) The 
monetary committee of. the 
European Economic Commu¬ 
nity (EEC) met Saturday to 
discuss possible solutions for 
the recurring international 
currency crisis to be submit¬ 
ted to an emergency meeting 
today of the finance ministers 
of the nine-nation common 
market, executive commis¬ 
sion sources said. 

In Britain, Prime Minister 
Edward Heath and seven cab¬ 
inet ministers met at the 
prime minister's country 
home to discuss Heath's ac¬ 
count of his talks with West 
(lefrrvan Chancellor 
Brandt. 

A joint "float” by the nine 
common market countries 
against the dollar is a solution 
the market’s executive com¬ 
mission "has been envisaging 
for some time," the executive 
commission sources said. 

"In the present circum¬ 
stance, it is not extraordinary 
that this possibility (the float) 
again is in the centre of the 
discussions but ways and 
means to apply any solution 
still have to be examined be¬ 
fore the final commission 
viewpoint will be submitted to 
the finance ministers," the 
sources said. 

In Tokyo, Japan’s finance 
ministry announced tlie 
foreign exchange market will 
remain closed Monday. An 
announcement said the minis¬ 
try will decide on Monday 
whether the market will be 
reopened Tuesday depending 
on the monetary situation in 
Europe. 

In Washington, President 
Nixon conferred for nearly 
two hours with his senior eco¬ 
nomic strategists Saturday on 
ways to defend the dollar 
from attack by international 
currency speculators. 

The president has ruled out 
a third direct devaluation of 
the dollar, but his public de¬ 
claration that American cur¬ 
rency is sound showed little

On Peace 


PARES (UPI) ~ Beneath 
three crystal chandeliers in a 
silk-panelled chamber more 
than 7,000 miles from the 
delta and the DMZ, 720 signa¬ 
tures attested to an uneasy 
peace In Vietnam. 

U.S. Secretary of State Wil¬ 
liam Rogers called the inter¬ 
national conference on Viet¬ 
nam a "success," while a 
French diplomat said the 
week-long diplomatic minuet 
had been a "charade." In a 
sense, both were right. 

South Vietnamese Foreign 
Minister Tram Van Lam per¬ 
haps caught the mood when 
he said the conference's pur¬ 
pose was to "de-Americanize 
the war." The talks also pro¬ 
duced a pledge that the big 
powers would leave Vietnam 
alone. 

At week’s end there was no 
proof that peace in Vietnam 
was any more guaranteed 
than before. 

"But the conference did ac¬ 
complish several things. It 
brought together 13 parties, 
all of whom agreed on a for¬ 
mula for reporting cease-fire 
violations and for-reconvening 
the conference ir anything 
"threatens the peace, ta¬ 
rt e p e n dence, sovereignty, 
unity or territorial integrity of 
Vietnam."

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Niggardly Contribution 


C ANADA CONTRIBUTES generously to various 
toreign-aid programs, but therfe are often 
inconsistencies in policy which it is difficult to 
understand. 

From the inception of the Colombo Plan — to 
raise living standards and encourage economic dev-« 
elopment in south and southeast Asia — Canada 
from 1950 through 1971 poured nearly $1.5 billion 
into the international kitty. 

Up to March, 1971, Canada had made loans 
and grants totalling about $130 million to the 
former partners in the Federation of the West 
Indies, and continues assistance to them: Jamaica, 
Trinidad and Tobago, Barbados, Guyana, British 
Honduras and the Leeward apd Windward Islands. 

Canada participates in the Special Common¬ 
wealth Africa Assistance Plan, with Ghana, Ni¬ 
geria and Tanzania the main beneficiaries. Kenya, 
Zambia and Uganda benefit mainly from technical 
assistance. 

Possibly as proof of sincerity in its bilin¬ 
gualism and biculturalism aims, the government of 
Canada makes the same sort of help available to 
one-time colonies through the Francophone Africa 
Assistance Program, with emphasis on providing 
teachers. Half the Canadian teachers serving over¬ 
seas are in Francophone Africa’s 21 countries. 

Up to 1969 the Canadian contribution to the 
development of the French-speaking African states 
amounted to a modest $51 million. But since then 
allocations have jumped upward, with $32 million 


provided in 1970, $46.7 in 1971 (plus $17.4 for “cer¬ 
tain major projects in Tunisia and Niger”) and 
$50.7 million in 1972, a*Ottawa statistics disclose. 

In 1971, the latest year for which such infor¬ 
mation is available, there were 63 Canadian tech¬ 
nical advisers (mostly engineers) and 408 teacher# 
in Francophone Africa and 410 African trainees 
from those areas were guests in Canadian universi¬ 
ties. 

When the Canadian government expressed its 
readiness to contribute to an international program 
for the economic rehabilitation of North and South 
Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia, people naturally as¬ 
sumed the same generous sort of assistance would 
be offered by this country as is provided to Africa 
— particularly Francophone Africa — which, after 
all, for the most part has escaped the sort of disas¬ 
ter which engulfed the Vietnamese and their neigh¬ 
bors. 

Astonishment and disappointment were under¬ 
standable, therefore, when Ottawa announced a 
niggardly $250,000 relief contribution. 

It is possible this figure is misleading. There 
may be further assistance made available from 
other sources, like the Canadian International Dev¬ 
elopment Agency, which last year contributed a 
quarter of a billion to various worthwhile pro¬ 
grams. It would relieve the minds of many people if 
Ottawa would make the mat ter clear for otherwise 
this country will feel humiliation and inadequacy. 
And so it should. 


Leashing of the Pet Problem 


T HE AMOUNT OF MONEY that is spent on 
man’s best and second best friends, the dog 
and cat (we won’t add respectively to avoid some 
caterwauling), is a popular topic at this time of the 
year — a pet topic, you might say. For one thing, 
municipal officials are in the throes of budget plan¬ 
ning in which there must be provision for controls 
of the four-legged members of the community. 
And, of course, the season of animal amour Is fast 
approaching, not that it is a closed one. 

A real eye-opener was an article on this page 
Saturday about the pampering of pup and puss in 
which a London Observer writer from Los Angeles 
discusses the contents and their costs of a 1973 
spring catalogue of a west coast animal supply 
company. He feels that North Americans could be 
out-scampering the British as the “dottiest” of ani¬ 
mal lovers. 

From some of his revelations, such as a 
$321.95 doggie TV chair now on the market, pre¬ 
sumably because of demand, it might be concluded 
that pet people on this side of the Atlantic are the 
winners of the “dottiest” title, paws down. 

All flim-flam aside, though, the cost of pet con¬ 
trol is a serious subject which calls, perhaps, for 
greater consideration than it has been given — not 
that it isn’t getting considerable attention already. 

In the city of Victoria alone nearly $50,000 is 
being spent annually rounding up strays, boarding 


them, and putting many of them to sleep. It was 
noted at a recent city council finance committee 
meeting that the cost of dealing with unwanted 
pets was taking more than half the budget of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 

David Beeching, the SPCA manager, says the 
only solution to “a massive proliferation of unwant¬ 
ed cats and dogs” might be to outlaw all that have 
not been neutered, except of course those in li¬ 
censed breeding establishments. 

This would seem to be rather impractical, and 
overly drastic. But one of the aims of The Animals 
Crusaders, Inc. which its Vancouver Island repre¬ 
sentative, Helen Kerswell, recently wrote about in 
a letter to this newspaper, might be more workable 
and acceptable. 

This pet protection organization advocates 
low-cost dog neutering and cat spaying clinics spon¬ 
sored either by local government In lieu of large 
pound grants, or by local animal welfare societies. 
Such clinics are being operated in several U.S. 
cities and with great success, according to Mrs. 
Kerswell. 

It still would mean a considerable output of 
money, but not for always. Eventually the pet pop¬ 
ulation would be in proper control, although educa¬ 
tion of people to the use of the clinics would have 
to be pressed.

I have received from the 
car insurance lobby a dis- 
lionostly one-sided pamphlet 
enquiring if I "really want a 
government monopoly" of car 
insurance, together with a 
reply card whose space is 
monopolized by the negative 
answer. 

After all these years of in¬ 
discernible competition and a 
level of efficiency requiring 
hordes of agents and the T 
same 1 2 per cent of premium 
to renew as to start a policy, 
many would like to make 
their answer a resounding

change. 

The insurance companies 
have long sihee lost auch 


rredibijity as they may once 
have possessed. This touching 
concern for our welfare might 
have been more convincing 
had it come before the threat 
of government action. No sen¬ 
sible person would believe 
anything they say without 
confirmation from a reliable 
source, unsubsidized by the 
insurance lobby. 

If the insurance companies 
had been losing money at the 
rate suggested by the rise in 
premiums in the past few 
years, the only sensible 
course would have been to get 
out of the business and put 
the money into government 
bonds. But the number of 
companies doing business in 
B.C. has hot changed appre-

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Capital Punishment?

Did you ever see the House 
of Commons so splintered on 
any issue as on capital punish¬ 
ment? 

Splintered, i»ecause, while on 
almost any issue, no matter 
how contentious, there usually 
are blocs of votes. With capi¬ 
tal punishment, even the blocs 
are in splinters. 

Almost everyone, on either 
side of the question in Parlia¬ 
ment. has his own "yes. but” 
refinement or qualification to 
the basic position. 

And don't look for any fast 
solutions to the abolition-or- 
retention problem. 

For ever since 1962 when 
former Prime Minister John 
Diefenbaker permitted the last 
criminal hanged in Canada to 
go to the gallows, the problem 
has troubled governments. 
They avoided resolution of 
by compromise, paying lip 
service to the law and circum¬ 
venting its application in com¬ 
muting all death sentences. 

Tlien they further dodged the 
ultimate responsibility with 
the non-expired five-year trial 
period of abolition of execu¬ 
tion for all except convicted 
killers of police and prison 
guards. 

★ ★ ★ 

All successive governments, 
still shying away from the life 
or-death decision of the water¬ 
ed-down law , continued the 
ban-by-cabinet-commutation. 

Now the question, back in 
the parlimentary works, will 
be some time working its way 
through the seldom fasMum- 
ing legislative machine. 

There are as many shades 
of opinion in the Commons on 
abolition-or-retention as there 
are degrees in the compass. 
And there are the two poles. 
On one, clamoring for re- 
- tention of, as he says, more 
correctly ‘'restoration” of 
capital punishment, is fresh¬ 
man Toronto Conservative MP 
lan Arrol. 

Hear him as he speaks in 
the House: 

"... this is a strange age 
in which we live. The doers 
of society who pay their taxes 
and do their work .... are

1 am convinced that if at the 
moment the majority favor 
capital punishment it is be¬ 
cause they want assurance 
that their lives will hot be in 
jeopardy because of inade¬ 
quacies in our penal and par¬ 
ole system.”

Instead of demanding the re¬ 
tention of capital punish¬ 
ment, concluded Mr. Row¬ 
land, people "should be seek¬ 
ing effective psychiatric ser¬ 
vices for those in our penal 
institutions and, more import¬ 
ant, seeking the means to re¬ 
move the social causes, the 
inequalities, the injustices; the 
uncertainties, the frustrations 
that foster and nourish crimes 
of violence ...” 

Those, so far, seem to be 
the two extremes of parlia¬ 
mentary opinion. Between 
them fall the other 262 MPs, 
which makes a consensus and 
decision so hard to come by.

More than most other French racketeers, Dom¬ 
inic Venturi mixes his heroin dealing with politics. 
At 49, he Is the partner, but not quite the equal, of 
Marcel Francisci in France’s top heroin empire. 
While Francisci lives In Paris, insulated from the 
heroin trade, Venturi oversees, the enterprise around 
the key smuggling ports of Marseilles. 

Venturi is rich. He has extensive busineja interests in the 
city that include a large travel agency, an exhort firm, a 
theatre, a painting company. He has a villa facing the Mediter¬ 
ranean, and a 590,000 cabin cruiser, L’Amphitrite, which is 
moored at the Club Nautique in the old port of Marseilles. And 
he is powerful. A close friend of the mayor, Gaston Defferre. 
Venturi is a bebind-the-scene political force. 

The Defferre-Venturi relationship has benefited them both. 
Venturi has provided Defferre with manpower and muscle dur¬ 
ing the politician's campaigns over the years;* Defferre has 
given Venturi certain privileges and protection and, because 
the mayor also owns the city's biggest newspaper, special 
treatment in the press. 

Dtfferre, the socialist mayor of Marseilles since 1953, has 
grown strong from those Venturi-protected election contests. He 
is a leading figure in the socialist party, the second strongest in 
the country. He was the party’s candidate for president in 1969.

Defferre has not limited his 
association with criminals to 
Ventilri. Antoine Guerini, who 
with his brother Meme had 
run one of Marseilles’ largest 
heroin operations, was shot to 
death in 1967 dihung the 
height of the wars between 
the Francisci and Guerini 
gangs. Defferre attended 
Guerini’s funeral on Corsica. 

Like Venturi, the Guerini 
brothers had also provided 
Defferre with campaign mus¬ 
cle during elections. 

★ ★ ★ 

Defferre in addition to his 
mayoral duties, owns Le Pro¬ 
vencal, Marseilles’ leading 
newspaper. Over the years, 
the paper has had an accom¬ 
modating policy in dealing 
with stories about heroin traf¬ 
fickers, especially Venturi 
and the Guerini brothers. 

During one of his trials, in 
February, 1956, Venturi was 
allowed to sit in the visitors' 
gallery instead of taking his 
place with the other defend¬ 
ants in the front of the court. 

“He was already being pro¬ 
tected by Defferre,” one 
source said. While stories 


about the trial appeared in 
Defferre's Le Provencal, Ven¬ 
turi was spelled “Ventura.’’ 

★ ★ ★ 

When John Cusak, the 
former head of, the U.S. 
Bureau of Narcotics and Dan¬ 
gerous Drugs in’Europe at¬ 
tacked French drug-enfor¬ 
cement policies in 1971, Le 
Provencal did not Vun the 
story. 

But when the competing 
right-wing Le Meridional an¬ 
nounced that it was printing 
Cusak’s "exclusive inter¬ 
view,” the editors at Def- 
ferre’s paper were allowed to 
run the story. But no names 
appeared in the article. 

Venturi visits Le Provencal 
at least once a month, accord¬ 
ing to a Marseilles source. On 
occasions, he has asked Def¬ 
ferre not to print stories about 
the arrest of some of his 
heroin-trafficking friends. 

★ ★ ★ 

Sometimes Defferre has 
complied. At other times, due 
to competition from Le Meri¬ 
dional, he hasn’t. 

Venturi’s name, according 
to one source, has not been 


printed in Le Provencal in the 
last 16 years, even though 
Venturi has been periodically 
mentioned by other French 
newspapers as a major drug 
dealer. 

Venturi, however, has not 
relied solely on Defferre for 
protection from the press. 

During one of his trials a 
photographer attempted to 
take Venturi’s picture. The 
heroin racketeer, with about 
10 bodyguards at his side, 
scowled and told the pho¬ 
tographer. "If you have a 
family, don't take my pic¬ 
ture.” No pictures were 
taken. 

'tr it it 

While journalists and politi¬ 
cians know of Defferre's close 
relationship with Venturi, the 
public is generally unaware of 
it. Opponents infrequently 
raise the issue, and when they 
do, Defferre shrugs off the 
charges as dirty politics. 

Secret French police file

lar ... relating to the fight 
against banditlsm.

“In case of discovery, do 
not arrest, get informed very 
discreetly on the motives of 
the trip or visit and on the 
contacts taken in this locality. 
Should it become necessary, 
gather the identity of persons 
accompanying him, the 
number and characteristics of 
the car used.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Venturi remains an as¬ 
sociate of Francisci and func¬ 
tions in Marseilles as director 
o f the Francisei-Venturl 
heroin syndicate there. He 
has also, over the years, 
worked to set up his own 
heroin operations, employing 
his brother Jean, 51. 

The U.S. Federal Bureau of 
Narcotics in 194 labelled Do¬ 


minic Venturi a major im¬ 
porter of heroin into the 
United States through Cana¬ 
da : 

“(Dominic Venturi) orga¬ 
nises the smuggling to Cana 
da of large quantities of 
heroin produced In clandes¬ 
tine French latkoratorles, uti¬ 
lizing the services ,*of hi* 
brother Mean’ who resides In 
Canada." 

In 1962, Jean Venturi en¬ 
tered Montreal where he 
worked a£?a salesman for the 
Ricard Pastis Company of 
Marseilles. This was Venturi s 
cover for his dtug smuggling 
operations, although there is 
no Indication that the com¬ 
pany knew of his notoriety. 

Venturi’s boss in the wine 
firm cover job was Charles 
Pasqua, a deputy of the na¬ 
tional assembly, and one of 
France’s fastest-rising politi¬ 
cal figures. 

In 1969, Pasqua was the 
chairman of a national assem¬ 
bly committee investigating 
France’s drug problem. The

Tories Out In the Cold

The Tory party in B.C. 
is in the unenviable posi¬ 
tion of having to play 
catch-up politics on the 
controversial bill estab¬ 
lishing a commission to 
designate greenbelt farm 
and recreational lands. 

Derril Warren, a leader of a 
party with only two ML As 
and lacking a seat himself, 
obviously has decided this is 
, the- most important issue that 
will be raised at the current 
session of the legislature. And 
he’s out to make the most of 
it, apparently regardless of 
- any consequences. 

. ★ ★ ★ 

The Tory leader, who 
spends a lot of time rushing 
around the province these 
days keeping himself before 
the public while more 
successful politicians are con¬ 
fined to the stuffy legislative 
chamber, has suggested he 
would like to see between 
2,000 and 3,000 people gath¬ 
ered outside the buildings on 
the day the Land Commission 
Act comes up for second read¬ 
ing sometime this week. 

It should be, Warren em¬ 
phasized when he dropped 
into the press gallery last 
week to outline hid views oit 
the subject, a peaceful dem¬ 
onstration, of course, nothing 
violent. 

★ ★ ★ 

But those with more politi¬ 
cal experience, who re¬ 
member the B.C. Federation 
of Labor’s “peaceful” demon¬ 
stration of three years ago 
and more recently the demon¬ 
stration against the Socred 
cabinet in New Westminster, 
will havq none of advocating 
this kind of protest. 

When emotions are running 
high, as they are among 
many of the people directly 
affected by the land commis¬ 
sion bill, it’s all too easy for 
unruly outside elements to be¬ 
come involved in mass 
protests. 

The result has been, and no 
doubt will be again some time 
in the future, violence and in 
the case of New Westminster 
serious personal injury to a 
minuter, Cyril Shelford, who 
was just doing the public’s 
business.

In this case it’s not only un¬ 
wise but unnecessary for War¬ 
ren to suggest public protests. 

The Union of B.C. Munici- 
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palities, whose members have 
a large stake in the outcome 
of the controversy over pre¬ 
servation met with Munici pal 
Affairs Minister James 
Lorimer and asked for a 
delay before final passage of 
the bill. 

TTie B.C. federation of Ag¬ 
riculture has a similar meet¬ 
ing with the government this 
week. 

Meanwhile, the minister of 
agriculture, Dave Stupich met 
last week with a group of en¬ 
vironmentalists to answer 
questions about the govern¬ 
ment intentions and he and 
about 20 members of the NDP^ 
caucus met Friday with rep-* 
rcsentatives of grape growers 
in the province. 

★ ★ ★ 

It’s significant, too, that the 
Conservatives totally misread 
the mood of opposition MLAs 
when they proposed a motion 
of non-confidence in Stupich 
during the debate on that 
minUter’s salary vote last 
Thursday night. 

Disregarding the fact Stu¬ 
pich has only been minister 
for five months, and therefore 
can hardly be blamed for the 
undoubted iUs afflicting farm¬ 
ers in this province, the 
Tories were guilty of Overkill 
in moving to reduce Stupich’s 
salary from 524,000 a year to 
II. 

Add to this the fact that 
Stupich is hard-working and 
well qualified for the job 
(with a degree in agriculture 
and some practical experi¬ 
ence in farming to boot) and 
it’s no wonder that the two 
Tory MLAs stood alone when 
the vote was taken.

Scott Wallace, though he re¬ 
fused to answer repeated 
taunts that he was merely 
acting on instructions of an 
absent leader, looked acutely 
uncomfortable throughout the 
non-confidence debate and the 
voting which followed. 

In pursuing his “get-in-first- 
and-hit-hardest” policy re¬ 
garding the Land Commission 
Act there are clear signs that 
Warren has not only misread 
the house but the temper of 
the public and farmers in gen¬ 
eral. 

★ ★ ★ 

Make no mistake, there are 
lots of people both inside and 
outside of the legislature, who 
strongly oppose the legislation 
setting up the commission. 

Some of those with serious 
reservations about some of 
the powers to be given to the 
non-elected body may even be 
within the NDP. 

But tiiey will have a chance 
to speak their piece, if they 
wish, when the bill comes up 
for approval in principle later 
this week. 

But despite the 
furore, the cries of 
torial” and “ unbelieveable 
from opposition members are 
noticeably muted just one 
week after the bill was in¬ 
troduced. One major reason 
may be the heavy mail re¬ 
ceived on this subject by both 
government and opposition. 

As far as I’ve been able to 
learn, in both cases, the let¬ 
ters are about equally divided 
between opponents and propo¬ 
nents of the bill. 

But, significantly, the over¬ 
whelming majority even of 
those who are opposed to the

legislation support the princi¬ 
ple of what the government is 
trying to do.

There is only a limited 
amount of good farmland in 
B.C. The public generally 
seems to be in favor of pre¬ 
serving what remains. 

In the absence of effective 
solutions applied in other 
North American jurisdictions, 
the NDP has come up with 
what it considers to be a 
workable plan. Perhaps it has 
gone too far.

But Premier Barrett has 
promised the government will 
accept good proposals for 
amendments which might 
provide such basic necessities 
as public hearings before land 
is frozen for non-commercial 
use and the right of appeal 
against decisions of the com¬ 
mission. There is no reason at 
the moment to doubt his sin¬ 
cerity. 

The major issue facing the 
opposition, and particularly 
lawyers in opposition parties 
— which includes Warren — 
is whether they are prepared 
to offer their ideas for im¬ 
provement of what is basical¬ 
ly a good bill or whether they 
go the negative route of try¬ 
ing to ensure the NDP gets no 
credit for its attempt to save 
our / rapidly disappearing 
farmland. 

* ★ ★ 

If the choice is the latter 
the NDP last Thursday night 
gave a preview of the kind of 
counteract it will use. Health 
Minister Dennis Cocke called 
the Conservatives represent¬ 
atives of the “Howe Street 
fanners, the landsharks and 
the speculators.” 

The government knows the 
general public wants to save 
the remaining farmland. And 
all the majority of farmers 
want is the opportunity to 
make a decent living, not just 
scratch an existence from 
their land. 

Those ^who have' given up 
and subdivided their land in 
the past have gefierally done 
so out of a sense of total frus¬ 
tration. 

The NDP’s biggest test, I 
submit, wilj not be on whether 
it is successful in setting up 
the proposed land commis¬ 
sion, but in making good Stu¬ 
pich’s promise that there wiU 
also be practical measures 
that will make failing a re¬ 
warding occupation. 


commission found that there 
was a growing heroin problem 
among the youth of France. It 
recommended greater punish¬ 
ment for dryg offenses. 

In an interview imhis Paris 
office Pasqua told us, “We 
came to understand that 
France was no longer just the 
stage area for drugs going to 
North America but was hav¬ 
ing its own internal problems 
with drugs ... we expect that 
there are 20,000 to riO.OOO 
heroin addicts in France.”

Pasqua said that there are 
“probably” some high-rank¬ 
ing people in France financ¬ 
ing, behind the scenes, the in¬ 
ternational-heroin traffic. 

“The minute there is a lot 
of money to be made, people 
are willing to take a lot of 
risks. It is not unusual to find 
some big people in business 
and finance involved in this, 
but I don’t think it is a highly 
organized thing.” 

In the interview, Pasqua — 
who helped found Service 
d’Action Civique (SAC), the 
parallel police of the Gaulliat 
party (UOR), told us that 
Venturi was indeed the im¬ 
porter and distributor for 
Richard Pastis in Canada 
while he was the sales man¬ 
ager in Paris. 

★ ★ ★ 

Pasqua worked at various 
positions with the firm from 
1952 until 1967. He said that he 
replaced Jean Venturi after 
he sent several letters to Ven¬ 
turi in Canada and received 
no answers. 

But our sources reveal that 
Jean Venturi was working 
with the Ricard Pastis firm 
from 1958 until about 1967. 
Records show that Venturi 
began moving heroin through 
Canada at about the same 
time that he began working 
for Ricard Pastis. 

A spokesman . for I^ft ard 
Rastis said Pasqua was solely 
responsible for setting up 
overseas operations run by 
the firm.

k>ni. He pirated the pirate’s 
loot. 

The affair opened up a 
series of bloody vendettas be¬ 
tween Venturi and Paolonl, 
both of whom, like Marcel 
Francisci, had once been 
members of a larger gang 
headed by Joe Renucci. 

After the 1955 gang war, 
Venturi’s power was es¬ 
tablished; he remains today 
the most prominent heroin 
mover in Marseilles.

TORONTO (CP) - Pros¬ 
pectors are dreaming about 
erasing rainbows again. 

They’re not rushing out to 
get a grubstake, picks and 
shovels but the price of gold 
on world markets — it closed 
at about $96 an ounce in 
Zurich Wednesday — is bring¬ 
ing back those romantic, pion¬ 
eering days of Canada’s past. 

Gold is the caviar of Cana- 
—xta’s mining industry. 

After years in the economic 
doldrums, the glitter of that 
precious metal is back and 
tickling the hopes of an 
almost dead industry. 

But mining company of¬ 
ficials and prospectors speak 
in tones of cautious optimism, 
for the industry has been 
slapped on the wrist several 
times for its speculative out¬ 
bursts. 
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“It’s a little too early to tell 
what the price means,X said 
“It’s fluctuating a little too 
one Toronto mining official, 
much yet. But one thing is 
certain: there’s a stir in the 
old gold camps.”

The underwriting and recent 
financial statements indicate 
that this problem now is on 
the way to being solved. 

Profits Up 

The 1971-72 fiscal y*ar, 
which ended Oct. 31. showed 
revenue to have climbed to 
$14.8 million from $10.7 million 
the previous year. Profit was 
up to $1.05 million from 
$883,850. 

Revenues for the latest 
quarter, released last week, 
show a big jump from $2.8 
million to $4.8 million and 
profit for the period increas¬

Arctic Pipelines 


Ownership. ‘Irrelevant ’ 


TORONTO (CP) - Leonard 
Waverman, assistant profes¬ 
sor of economics at the' Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto, says the 
question of ownership is irrel¬ 
evant in analysing the possi¬ 
ble economic impact of pro¬ 
posed pipelines to transport 
oil and natural gas from the 
Arctic. 

In the Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change’s annual review of the 
Canadian economy and equity 
market, Waverman says the 
pipelines will be common car¬ 
riers for any producer. 

“The pipeline is a regulated 
common carrier — its path, 
method of construction and 
the prices it can charge are 
all controlled by the federal 
government. 


“The Canadian government 
should not be concerned 
whether Canadians or Ameri¬ 
cans control these pipelines 
since all aspects of their 
operations will be the same 
regardless of ownership.’’ 

Waverman adds, however, 
that the issues surrounding 
planning and building of 
such northern pipelines are 
complex and affect many Ca¬ 
nadians. 

“Should these . northern re¬ 
serves be developed, given 
that much of the demand for 
them is for export? 

“Or should reliance be 
placed on more accessible re¬ 
serves for domestic needs and 
maintain these northern 
sources as insurance against 


any long-run depletion of 
more southerly reserves? 

"Once having sold leases 
for drilling rights and induc¬ 
ing companies to spend bil¬ 
lions of dollars, should they 
be prevented from exploiting 
these reserves?"

^EDMONTON (CP) — Alber¬ 
ta's 2,113 doctors collected 
$95.2 million in payments 
from the province’s health 
care insurance commission in 
the year ended June 30, 1972— 
an average of $45,060 each. 
Payments to 13 medical prac¬ 
titioners — eight of them in 
the laboratory-pathology field 
- exceeded $200,000. 

The commission's annual 
report, tabled in the, legisla¬ 
ture Friday, stressed thaf the 
payments are gross amounts 
and do not represent the indi¬ 
vidual practitioner’s net in¬ 
come. 

In 1971, the commission 
paid out $91.8 million to 1.912 
doctors, for an average pay¬ 
ment of $48,038. 

During the year, the 
number of persons covered by 
Alberta’s health care insur¬ 
ance plan increased 2.3 i>er 
cent to 1,715,816. 

The report said 8,793,000 
claims were received^ during 
the year, an increase' of 6.34 
per cent over the previous 
year or an average of 35,000 
claims each working day. The 
average cost of benefits per 
person increased 2.04 per cent 
to $62.17 for basic health ser¬ 
vices. 

Total payments for basic 
health services increased 4.39 
per cent to $106.6 million, with 
an additional $2,658,014 paid 
to provincial and federal de¬ 
partments and agencies for 
medical services by doctors 
on salary, sessional and con¬ 
tract arrangements. 

Fee-for-service. payments 
for basic health services in¬

Labor Costs 

Federal government money 
would come in the form of a 
low-interest loan of about 
$1,266,677 of which Ottawa 
would forgive up to $500,000 in 
costs of labor performed dur¬ 
ing winter months.

But 
that doesn’t answer the question: Why 
do they flip over backwards in the first 
place? Ah that fs tfhown is that it’s he¬ 
reditary, as natural as laying eggs. 

Hines explained that you can spot a 
real pro by the diameter of hrfc down¬ 
ward spiral. The smaller the circle, the 
better the bird. 

"A true roller should be one with a 
compact spin, moving at inconceivable 
speed so all you see is a small hole in 
the centre of the spiral. There’s a big 
difference between a spinner and a tum¬ 
bler.” 

if competitions, individual owners 
enter teams of rollers who fly in “kit for¬ 
mations” and spin more or less at the 
same time in a like pattern. 

Rollers, first spotted by man near 
Birmingham, England, in the 1880s, have 
niether the speed of racing pigeons, who 
have been clocked at over 70 miles an 
hour, nor the endurance of tripplers, who 
can fly non-stop for as much as 20 hours. 

But they are unique in their flying 
pranks.

BRATISLAVA, Czechoslova¬ 
kia (CP) — OndreJ Nepela 
won his third consecutive fig 
ure skating title Saturday and 
Canada’s hopes for a medal 
vanished when Toller Cran¬ 
ston of Toronto took a tumble. 

Nepela, skating before a 
hometown crowd, said imme¬ 
diately after his win he was 
retiring and hoped to skate 
professionally. 

Sergei Chetverukhin of the 
Soviet Union finished second, 
Jan Hoffmann of East Ger¬ 
many third, John Aurry of 
Britain fourth and Cranston 
fifth. 

The first three places were 
a duplication of the finish in 
the European championships 
three weeks ago. 

Cranston, who had hoped to 
move into the medals on the 
strength of his brilliant free 
skating, fell attempting a tri¬ 
ple jump and dashed his 
chances of moving up. 

Chetverukhin won the free- 
skating section, but his mar¬ 
gin wasn’t enough to overhaul 
Nepela who was in first place 
following the compulsory fig¬ 
ures and the two-minute com¬ 
pulsory free skating. 

Cranston, a 23-year-old 
artist, won the free skating at 
the world championships in 


Calgary last year and was ex¬ 
pected to repeat. 

"I'm absolutely finished,” 
said Nepela. “This is my last 
competition. I would dike to 
skate professionally, but I 
must get permission.” 

He won the gold medal with 
10 ordinals and 355.66 points 
compared to Oietverukhin’s 
17 ordinals and 340.55 points. 

Cranston won the two- 
minute compulsory free skat¬ 
ing Friday and the crowd ex¬ 
pected another superb per¬ 
formance Saturday. 

It wasn’t to be. 


"I couldn't pull thing» to¬ 
gether,” said Cranston. "I'm 
sorry It wasn’t the perform¬ 
ance people had expected. 

“I don’t like making ex¬ 
cuses. I can’t say it was the 
pressure or the ice conditions. 
I didn’t come up with the 
goods. I have no excuses. I 
simply had a bad day.” 

The disappointing display 
by Cranston was made up 
somewhat by an extraordi¬ 
nary skate from teammate 
"Ron Shaver of Cambridge, 
Ont. 

Shaver placed fifth in the 
free skate — one place behind 


Cranston — and eighth over¬ 
all. His free program startled 
judges, spectators and even 
the Canadian coaches. 

Technically ‘ perfect, even 
Shaver’s artistic impression, 
an aspect which the Canadian 
has not until now stressed, 
showed signs of Cranston’s 
flair. 

While his marks were not 
high enough to place him in 
the medal line-up for the free 
skate, one judge awarded 
Shaver a maximum mark for 
artistic impression. 

Shaver included in his first 
appearance at world level,

four triple jumps in his pro¬ 
gram, more than any other 
skater. 

"I'm ex t r em e ly happy, 
especially with that six,” 
Shaver said. “But the thing is 
I can skate better than I did 
tonight. That’s important to 
me, but I’ve never been so 
happy in all my life.” Robert 
Reubens of Toronto placed 
19th. 

However, the ups and 
downs of the Canadian skat¬ 
ers Saturday were brushed 
aside by the highlight of the 
1973 world championships 
the crowning of Nepela as 
champion.’'

Is again domin¬ 
ating the opening spring sea¬ 
son for stamp collectors. 

Interpex 1973 will be held 
March 9-11 at the American 
Hotel, New York, and at least 
twelve countries will release 
new issues to coincide with 
the opening date. These in¬ 
clude British Solomon Islands, 
British Virgin Islands, Can¬ 
ada, China (Taiwan), Fiji, 
Guernsey, Jersey, Liechten¬ 
stein, Papua New Guinea, San 


Marino, United Nations and 
West Samoa. 

Canada will issue a set of 
three in honor of the 100 an¬ 
niversary of the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Mounted Police. Several 
sets are based on themes 
directly connected with the 
United States. British Virgin 
Islands for instance will re¬ 
lease a set honoring famous 
Americans of Quaker descent. 

San Marino, the oldest and 
smallest republic in the world 
will issue a se-tenant pair 
depicting skylines of New 
York as they appeared in 
1673 and again in 1973. For the 
first time in its history the 
Isle of Man which will issue 


its own stamps in July, will 
be represented at an inter¬ 
national exhibition. 

On Jan. 1, St Pierre and 
Miquelon issued a new de¬ 
finitive series with denomina¬ 
tions in the francs of Metro¬ 
politan France which replaced 
the CFA francs previously 
used. Regular denominations 
of 6c, 10, 20, 40, 70 and 90c 
feature birds while famous 
French Canadians appear on 
the air mail values of 1.60fr. 
2fr. and 4fr. Postage due 
labels depicting a Newfound¬ 
land dog and a sledding scene 
in values of 2c, 10c, 20c, 30c 
and 1 fr. were also issued. 

Singapore issued a set of 


four stamps last week to mark 
<he Prosperity Throuh Quality 
and Reliability campaign. De¬ 
nominations are 15c, 35c, 

75c and $1. 

After a break of almost 20 
years, advertisements will 
again appear on the front 
covers of Britain’s stamp 
booklets. The new 50 page 
booklet shows an ad for the 
Canadian Life -..Assurance 
Group and in JunK there will 
be one for the Sava/ the Child¬ 
ren Fund on the 25 page book¬ 
let.

Where 13 Is a Lucky Number

BAD HOMBURG, West Ger- 
* many (Reuter) — Germany’s 
casinos, once favorite haunts 
of Europe’s rich and eccentric 
aristocracy, have become 
monuments to bygone glory. 

Gone are the days when 
Russian princes and grand 
dukes, clad in sable furs, 
gambled away — and some¬ 
times won — vast fortunes in 
a night. Gone are the days 
when a reckless young officer 
would occasionally end an un¬ 
lucky run at the roulette ta¬ 
ble with a bullet through his 
head. 

Fyodor Dostoyevsky, him¬ 
self a gambler, collected ma¬ 
terial for his famous novel 
The Gambler in German casi¬ 
nos. And the most famous 
gambling establishment of 
them all, the Casino at 
Montre Carlo, was patterned 
on a German one. 

Today, the atmosphere in 
these relics of a more color¬ 
ful, if less democratic, past is 
rather staid and sober, re¬ 
flecting the main character¬ 
istics of the population that 
rose from post-war rags to 


riches through hard work and 
little play. 

According to gambling of¬ 
ficials, casinos now have a 
steady clientele made up 
mostly of middle-class bu¬ 
sinessmen and professionals. 
Casual visitors came from all 
walks of life, from students 
and craftsmen to old-age pen¬ 
sioners, but millionaires and 
aristocrats are rare. 

Black tie and evening gown, 
once prerequisites of a night 
at the gaming tables, have 
given way to day suits, slacks 
and blazers, miniskirts and 
sweaters. 

West Germany currently 
has 13 casinos —* and for 
those who run .them, 13 is a 
ducky number. Though casino 
officials go to great lengths to 


insist that the bank has only a 
slight advantage over the 
gambler, over-all the bank 
always wins. 

The casino at Bad Homburg 
rakes in some nine million 
marks about $2 million dollars 
net a year. Yet, it is one of 
the smallest.

Prehistoric Indian 
i Helluva Stockman ’

LARAMIE, Wyo. — Cowboy 
anthropologist George Friaon 
spend* most of hi* time dig¬ 
ging up tons of prehistoric 
buffalo bones at the base of 
Wyoming Cliffs. 

Fri»on, 48, is the nation's 
leading expert on buffalo 
jumps. 

Before the introduction of 
the horse, Indians stirred up 
herd* of buffalo into stam¬ 
pede* and chased the animals 
off steep cliffs. 

Plains Indians obtained 
much of their winter meat in 
this manner — butchering 
buffalo killed in the spectacu¬ 
lar jumps. 

During the past 10 years, 
Frieon has found about 24 buf¬ 
falo jump sites in various 
parts of Wyoming. The earli¬ 
est, near Casper, was estimat¬ 
ed by radio carbon dating to 
be 10,000 years old. 

With the help of University 
of Wyoming anthropology stu¬ 
dents and others, Friaon has 
trucked 30 tons of ancient 
bison bones to campus labora¬ 
tories here at Laramie for 
study. 

Much is being learned about 
the life-style of early Indians 
through the discovery of the 
jumps. 

"Imagine primitive hunters 
on foot herding to 3,000 or 
more huge bison, then driving 
the animals to death off a 
cliff,” Frison said. 

"It was no haphazard 
operation. It took a lot of 
planning. The prehistoric In¬ 
dian was one helluva stock- 
man. 

"We find stone piles going 
back two and three miles 
from tiie face of the cliff.” 

"It’s obvious these were

markers placed by Indians, 
points of reference plotted out 
in advance, hiding places 
from which they would Jump 
up and frighten the buffalo. 

"Like modern-day cow- 
punchers driving a herd, the 
Indians would ease the ani¬ 
mals along, wandering them 
around q little, only to give 
the animals a final turn at the 
last moment at the edge of a 
cliff. 

"Lead animals would sud¬ 
denly stop, I*m sure, but it 
would be too late. They’d be 
pushed over the brank by the 
stampeding herd behind 
them.” 

Pits revealing tons of buffa¬ 
lo bones have been dug at the 
base of 10 to 100-foot cliffs. 

"Prehistoric people but¬ 
chered the animals where they 
fell,” Frison said. "Many 
bison were killed on impact. 
Others were crippled in the 
fall. 

"There were, cripples all 
over the countryside. We find 
projectile points scattered all 
over the place where early 


man killed the cripples with 
ancient spears.” 

Near the enormous bone 
piles, campsites have been 
found — stone circlee that 
were the bases of conical 
lodges, temporary shelters for 
the hunters and their families, 
protected from the elements 
by buffalo hides. 

"We find an average of 20 
to 25 lodge sites near buffalo 
jumps,’’ people living in sin¬ 
gle pr at the most two and 
three-family groups within a 
j'jidius of 50 to 100 miles. Ap¬ 
parently they would come to¬ 
gether of necessity once a 
year in the fall for a commu¬ 
nal bison hunt.

It’s like a strenuous form of chess. 

There’s the need for concentration, the 
pitting of minds one against the other -- hut

There’s another similarity between fenc¬ 
ing and chess — both hobbies are drawing 
more and more participants in spite of the In¬ 
tense demands of training and competition.

Members meet in the gymnasium of St. 
Michael’s University school on Thursday eve¬ 
nings to practice with foil, epee and sabre. 

They are three distinct weapons. The foil 
is extremely light and thin. The epee is 
somewhat heavier and is the original duell¬ 
ing sword. The dangerous part of both weap¬ 
ons — when not capped with a “button’’ — is 
the point. 

The sabre is a three-sided weapon with 
both a cutting edge and point.

If) the modern sport, although original 
18th century forms are followed, some 
aspects have been updated for competition 
purposes. 

Competitors in foil or epee, where the 
score depends upon thrusts with the tip of the 
weapon, enter the fray literally wired up.

KmmNfre tip of the weapon up the blade 
runs an electric wire which continues up one 
arm of the fencer and down his back hi be 
connected through a reef to a light. 

In this way any hits depress the tip and 
light up the bull,. 

It’s a modem touch which contrasts 
strangely with the ritual choreography and 
the pattern of parry and lunge which has sur¬ 
vived through two centuries. 

The duels of those days were in earnest, 
and practice with the foil in the salle was a 
survival technique. It is rumored that there 
are still places where the sahre driel is 
known, but for the most part, today it is pure 
sport for the nimble.

former Beatle George Har¬ 
rison and many of his friends, 
including drummer Ringo 
Starr, who accepted the 
award. 

Helen Reddy, whose hit I 
Am Woman became a na¬ 
tional anthem for Women’s 
Lib, won a Grammy for the 
best female pop rock and folk 
vocal performance, and hint¬ 
ed in her acceptance speech 
that God might be a woman. 

In accepting the award, 
Miss Reddy thanked her hus¬ 
band Jeff Wald and said, "I 
would like to thank God be¬ 
cause she makes everything 
possible.” 


Harry Nillson, who makes 
records but doesn’t like to 
perform them in public, re¬ 
ceived the Grammy for his 
recording of Without You in 
the best male pop, rock and 
folk vocal performance cate¬ 
gory. 

Charlie Pride, a black man 
who worked his way from the 
Mississippi cotton fields to 
country music stardom re¬ 
ceived a Grammy for Charlie 
Pride Sings Heart Songs in 
the category of best country 
male performance. 

In the best country female 
vocal category, Donna 
Fargo, a former California 
English teacher who "just 


likes to write songs," won a 
Grammy for her Happiest 
Girl in the Whole U.S.A. 

Billy Paul received the 
award for best rhythm and 
blues male vocal performance 
for his Me and Mrs. Jones. 

The Temptations, a group of 
five Detroiters who wanted to 
break into the recording busi¬ 
ness, won best rhythm and 
blues performance by a duo, 
group or chorus for their 
Papa Was a Rolling Stone.

Heap of Stone 
i Magnificent ’

A woman tourist, viewing 
with more awe than apprecia¬ 
tion. recently called it "a 
magnificent heap of stone." 
The UNESCO expert in charge 
of putting it back tbgether 
has termed it "a nice puzzle.” 

To historians end art lovers 
around the globe, the Borobu- 
dur monument near Jogja¬ 
karta in central Java is much 
more than either. It is one of 
the world’s great art trea¬ 
sures, which is about to be 
saved from imminent des¬ 
truction. 

Nor is Its rescue certain 
yet. Should a severe earth¬ 
quake occur during the six 
years required for restoration, 
warns the Netherlands Engin¬ 
eering Consultants which has 
helped formulate the plan for 
reconstruction, nothing could 
save this l.lGO-year-old Bud¬ 
dhist sanctuary from "major 
damage.” 

That danger now seems re¬ 
mote, however, compared 
with the oertainty of Its utter 
cella|>se had the Indonesian 
government not decided to 
seek aid in emergency res¬ 
toration efforts. 

A 1968 UNESCO study mis¬ 
sion. headed by French arch¬ 
aeologist and author Bernard 
Groslier and the present 
UNESCO co-ordinator of Indo¬ 
nesian monuments, Caesar 
Voute, confirmed the fears of 
the Indonesian Archaeological 
Service and outlined the 
stuiiendous undertaking neces¬ 
sary to save ttiis multi-tiered 
monument. 


The ancient Javanese, for 
all their skill in coaxing de¬ 
licate curves and sharp lines 
from the rough volcanic 6tone, 
had serious failings as engin¬ 
eers A1 m<st literally, they 
made the classical Biblical 
mistake of "building upon 
sands.” They' chose to erect 
their 135-foot-high edifice on 
an uncertain foundation of 
clay and sand landfill. 

Thus the world’s largest en¬ 
semble of Buddhist reliefs 
sits unsteadily upon a poten¬ 
tial rock slide — in an area 
where as much as eight inches 
of rain can pour down in 24 
hours.

OtheT displays interpret how 
plants, animals, reptiles, and 
insects native to the lower 
and upper Sonora zones have 
adapted their life cycles to 
the available moisture.

Other presentations include 
an amphibian room-canyon 
habitat for small cats, a bee¬ 
hive house constructed by Pa- 
pago Indians in the manner of 
their tribe, and a small ani¬ 
mal room featuring living 
scapes of "sting you, or bite 
you critters, 1 like gila 
monsters, scorpions, spiders, 
centipedes, desert snakes, and 
lizards. It is educational in 
that it familiarizes the desert 
traveler with the "don’t 
touch” species. 

Birds are housed in circular 
enclosures either lush with 
greenery or spare in decor, 
whichever pleases the tenant 
most according to his needs. 
There is a walk-in aviary 
where that desert clown, the 
roadrunner, flirts with you 
and dares you to tag him. 

An aquarium exhibit of 10 
tanks features the country’s 


first collection of desert fish. 
Fish in the desert? Yes, in¬ 
deed: True, they are tiny and 
they fight for survival under 
soaring summer temperatures 
of desert Waterholes, but they 
exist and reproduce under na¬ 
ture's law that it takes less to 
sustain a small bit of life than 
a large one. 

Nature trails and botanical 
gardens display hundreds of 
labeled cacti, desert flowers, 
and shrubs. Conspicuous are 
the high-reaching "desert 
trees,” the saguaro and or¬ 
gan-pipe cactus. The ocotUk), 
despite its spine - sheathed, 
whiplike stems * is not a 
cactus; It is related to the odd 
Boojum tree of northwestern 
Mexico. Popping up every¬ 
where is the stocky cholla 
cactus* which long &go was 
dubbed “jumping cholla,” for 
It seems to stick one with its 
spines no matter how careful¬ 
ly he avoids it. 

The Tucson school system 
maintains the desert museum 
as an integral part of its edu¬

rather necessary, and. our 
portable shower is just the an¬ 
swer.* 

Boil Water 

The m-gallon container 
that comes with our shower 
Will give a 20-minute warm- 
water shower, enough for a 
couple of people, and where 
water conservation is neces¬ 
sary that is pretty good. 

All we do is boil a kettle of 
water, pour it into the plastic 
container, add ccdd water to 
get the desired temperature. 
Then we use the internal 
pump to put air pressure into 
the container, turn on the 
shower head, which is on 
about seven feet of plastic 
hose r.nd we are ready for a 
full-pressure shower. The 
pressure slays up in the con¬ 
tainer for at least the 20 min¬ 
ute*, and we have maintained 
pressure for hours. 

Portable IInit 

The portable unit comes 
complete with wrap-around 
curtain which can be obtained 
to make a self-contained cubi¬ 
cle that will stand on its own, 
or with fittings to make it a 
hanging cubicle. 

The cubicle comes complete 
with its own heavy gauge 
plastic shower tub for posi¬ 
tioning on the ground beneath 
the cubicle. 

The whole thing can be 
erected in less than three 
minutes and measures six 
feet, three inches high and 
two feet square. 

It can also be used as a 
toilet or beach changing cubi¬ 
cle. 

It comes with a standard 
nozzle or a deluxe telephone- 
type spray head like we got, 
and the water spray is quite 
forceful, plenty good for a 
proper shower. 

Boat Rack 

The whole unit weighs only 
eight pounds and stores in a 
plastic bag in about the same 
apace as required for a light¬ 
weight sleeping bag. 

We hang the cubicle on to 
our overhanging boat rack on 
the mini-motor home, but we

can also use it inside the 
motor home without fear of 
any mess. At the cabin we 
hang it right in the kitchen in 
front of the heater. 

We initiated our porta- 
shower in a semi-wilderness 
campground in the North Is¬ 
land. After eight hours of 
driving hot dusty logging 
roads we really needed it. The 
motor home was full of dust 
and so were we. It took us 
more than an hour with our 
portable 12-volt vacuum • 
cleaner (which also doubles 
as a pump for the rubber 
boat) to clean the dust from 
inside (he motor home. 

All in Fun 

It took a few wines to get 
up enough nerve to do "such a 
ridiculous thing” as to have a 
shower on a 'camping trip 
with a river right beside us. 
But it was all in fun.

We jyere impressed with 
them there, and were pleased 
to find out that Jack Cox of 
Cox Imports, 3826 Cadboro 
Bay Road, has imported them 
into Victoria. We bought one, 
and they run just a little more 
than $40, which until we actu¬ 
ally started using it seemed 
like a lot of money. 

Odd-Ball 

Jack Cox imports a lot of 
odd-ball things, mostly for the 
outdoorsmen. 

We have three rubber boats 
in all, one of them big enough 
to take a 10-horsepower 
motor, and pumping them up 
is always a chore. 

We tried a car pump, with a 
special threaded brass adapt¬ 
er, which Cox imports to fit on 
all air mattresses, rubber 
boats, pool toys, and pretty 
well anything that needs air. 

But. our car pump just took 
too long. 

Tire Pump 

Then we found out Cox also 
imports a special wide barrel 
tire pump that does the job in 
half the time. 

He also imports the pneuma¬ 
tic igloo tents, which require 
no poles, no frame, and may 
be erected in five minutes.

He Abandoned Life 
For Life of Quality

x The signs going up outside 
the rustic Beaver Lake Road 
property say, in old English 
lettering: Manure for Sale, or 
Eggs for Sale. 

They’re meticulously hand- 
painted on wood blocks, and 
they symbolize the new 
modus vivendi of their 
owners, Marilyn and Michael 
Rougier. 

The Rougiers are a youthful 
looking couple who packed up 
the American way of life last 
year and settled for the Saan¬ 
ich peninsula. Rougier was a 
Life photographer for 23 
years, and in accordance with 
company policy, they lived in 
a succession of big American 
cities. Latterly, however, he 
saw the quality of the maga¬ 
zine decline. Budgets were 
tightened, and there was less 
use of color. Foreseeing the 
end, he cut loose. 

“The quality of life — both 
Lifes — had gone down,” he 
said the other morning, mug 
of tea in his hand, as he wait¬ 
ed between showers to ' re¬ 
sume construction of a green¬ 
house by his workshop. 

In the United States he had 
seen a basic loss of values. 
“It’s too easy to say pollution. 
It’s a conglomerate of pollu¬ 
tion, crime, petty annoyances, 
too much noise, too much 
worry.’* 

So before Life folded, he 
and his wife Marilyn, a 
former model, sold their su¬ 
burban Los Angeles home 
struck out for a new land 


’ which neither of their two 
girls had ever seen before. 

*>For Rougier. British-born 
and an RCAF veteran, it 
wasn’t all strange. He had at¬ 
tended Victoria College for 
two years in his youth, and 
still had fiends here from 
those days. 

* But the deceleration in pace 
was something else. “I’d cov¬ 
ered the Korean War for Life, 
been zipping around the 
world, going to Tokyo on two 
hours’ notice, that sort of 
thing, and the excitement was 
suddenly over. Nothing 
seemed to be happening, and 
I kept thinking something 
should be happening. Then I 
talked to a friend who had 
come here from Toronto, and 
he had experienced the same 
feeling.” Only now is Rougier 
getting over what he calls 
“withdrawal symptoms.” 

Both have turned thpir tal¬ 
ents to new uses — to home 
improvement, gardening, rid¬ 
ing, and appreciation of the 
fact they have all the time in 
the world. “Just look at the 
beauty around here,” Rougier 
exclaims, as if that might 
well suffice. But as a bonus, 
be has found the peninsula 
abundant in real and potential 
friends who are just as indi¬ 
vidualistic as they are — in 
different ways. For the Rou¬ 
giers seem the kind of people 
who make and do things, and 
make and do them exceeding¬ 
ly well. 

Rougier is an artist in 
Wood. He makes wall hang¬ 
ings, furniture and free-stand- 


i n g sculpture, represent¬ 
ational or abstract, from exot¬ 
ic woods — the "harder-than- 
hard woods” — and when the 
family hauling unit crossed 
the border with a three-year 
supply of wood among all the 
other belongings, the Canadi¬ 
an customs officer looked 
aghast and said: "There’s 
plenty of wood in British Co¬ 
lumbia, you know." Rougier 
says with a smile, "it was the 
converse of coals to Newcas¬ 
tle.” 

Rougier has held shows of 
his wood creations in Santa 
Barbara and Los Angeles, and 
has already sold pieces here. 
If he can supplement his in¬ 
come this way, he intends to. 
Nor would he % tum down a 
major photography assign¬ 
ment. 

Before she married and 
gave up her career in 1955, 
Marilyn was a top New York 
photographic model earning 
540 an hour. From Los An¬ 
geles, where she was born, 
she had worked her way up in 
a fiercely competitive busi¬ 
ness to the big Eileen Ford 
agency. Mostly she appeared 
in Seventeen magazine, but 
also in Harper’s Bazaar and 
Glamor. 

"I was a junior model, be¬ 
cause I’m shorter (just over 
five feet), not the lanky 
tyre,” says die trim brunette. 

Chances to travel were 
what she and the other 
agency models wanted most 
- and often got — in those 
days when magazines spent 
freely on fashion photos. She 
once got a trip to West Africa 
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Marilyn and Michael Rougier in their new home 


with two other models, in 
winter, to model cruise-line 
apparel for the summer sea¬ 
son back home. 

Is she still interested in 
fashions? “I just wish I were 
younger,” she says. "The 
colors and textures of what. 
the kids wear are fabulous, 
though I can’t say I’m crazy 
about the cloddy shoes.” 

The contrast between her 
earlier life and the present 




day comes into focus again. 
She looks out at green shafts 
of the bulb6 popping up 
around their new home and 
says each day brings some¬ 
thing new in a garden they’ve 
yet to see In all seasons. 

“We’re great believers in 
resources — in not letting 
things go to waste,” Rougier 
chips in. In California they 
were organic gardeners who 
bought mail-order ladybugs 


and praying mantis to keep 
insect pests at bay. 

“Here I’ve been making 
jam, something I’ve never 
done before,” says Marilyn. 
“Jam and wine out of Oregon 
grape — it’s marvellous.” 

And then there are the 
chickens and the ducks. 
“Seven eggs today,” Marilyn 
says lightly, in an anticipa¬ 
tory way. Egfcs of distinction, 
just like the signs at the gate. 


Cheese Output Eve "“ — Week 
Rolls Ahead DeMolay Celebrating 


In Britain 


LONDON (CP) — Although 
Britain is a major importer of 
dairy products, she is ex¬ 
periencing a boom in exports 
of cheese. Production at home 
has tripled In 35 years and 
more Britons are eating their 
own country’s cheese. 

There are nine great British 
cheeses and total production 
in 1970 was 125,000 tons com¬ 
pared with 43,000 tons in 1938. 
Production was on the rise in 
1971 but total figures are not 
yet available. 

The first boom in cheese 
began in 1955 when, wartime 
restrictions * forgotten, the 
fashion began for wine and 
cheese parties. There was 
also demand for British 
cheese among expatriates and 
now European countries, 
which have good cheeses of 
their own. are importing 
cheese from England, where 
records show the food wa6 
produced as early as 2,000 
years ago. 

The making of cheese itself 
has changed little over the 
centuries although it was done 
in farmhouses without elabo¬ 


rate equipment until 1870 
when the first cheese factory 
opened near Derby in the 
Midlands. 

At first, cheese creameries, 
as the factories now are 
known, concentrated on varie¬ 
ties traditionally associated 
with their locations. Now 

Cheddar, the most popular va¬ 
riety and the most imitated, 
may be made far away from 
the original birthplace. 

The nine great British 
cheeses are Stilton, Cheddar, 
Cheshire, Caerphilly, Double 
Gloucester, Leicester, Lan¬ 
cashire, Wensleydale and 

Derby. 


Starting next Sunday, the 
Victoria chapter of the Order 
of DeMolay will be having a 
special week of activities to 
celebrate the 54th anniversary 
of the international organiza¬ 
tion.

to be too dangerous/’ he says. 
“There may even be a death 
penalty Involved. The under¬ 
world is educating itself in 
art.. . It’s going to increase 
to a point, just as in narcot¬ 
ics, where there’ll be a panic, 
where murders are commit¬ 
ted. The scale is already mon¬ 
umental.” 

Detective Volpe knows 
whereof he speaks. A serious 
artist himself and, a former 
narcotics agent, Volpe is a 
rare combination of action 
and esthetics, with a mous¬ 
tache that begins in a Zapata 
droop and ends in a Dali curl. 
He is also the only full-time 
member of the only art theft 
unit in the country. 

The art identification team 
was formed in January, 1972, 
as part of the burglary and 
larceny division in the New 
York police department in re¬ 
sponse to the rapid accelera¬ 
tion of art thefts during the 
1960s. One expert has estimat¬ 
ed the value of art stolen in 
1971 in the United State* alone 
at $15 million. 


.Among art thefts reported 
in 1972 we>e: 

• Four paintings (a Rem¬ 
brandt, two Gauguins, and a 
Picasso) valued at more than 
$1 million, from the Worcester 
Art Musehm in Worcester, 
Mass., by two men who shot a 
guard. 

• Twelve works, including 
a Lucas Cranach portrait, two 
Cellini bronzes and Ming dy¬ 
nasty objets d’art valued at 
$600,000, from the Cara moor 
Centre for Music and Art in 
Katonah, N.Y. The thieves 
were reportedly employed by 
an unidentified customer who 
passed on before he could col¬ 
lect the loot, which they ner¬ 
vously returned to the muse¬ 
um In exchange for freedom. 

• Eighteen paintings and 
39 art objects from the Mon¬ 
treal Museum of Art by three 
efficient robbers who used the 
shipping room to pack up and 
label the works. According to 
Volpe they would have 
“cleaned out the whole muse¬ 
um” if they hadn’t inadver¬ 
tently tripped an alarm. 


These are the more spectac¬ 
ular thefts, but there are 
scores of others, some of 
them unreported by private 
collectors who fear the public¬ 
ity. 

The reasons for the art theft 
bonanza are basically that art 
is easy to steal, easy to smug¬ 
gle, and easy to sell. Security 
measures in both private

homes and small museums 
are often appallingly inade¬ 
quate, according to Volpe, 
who had words of praise only*: 
for the large museums, such 
as the Metropolitan, which 
has a computerized system. 
The vulnerability abroad is 
tven more acute, especially in 
Italy, where small churches 
containing virtually unprotect¬ 
ed art treasures are constant¬ 
ly pillaged. 


The smuggling traffic in art 
is enormous and almost un¬ 
controllable. Interpol, the in¬ 
ternational criminal police or¬ 
ganization based in St. Cloud, 
France, circulates to customs 
stations and police depart¬ 
ments in 114 countries a list of 
more thaln ^1,000 art works 
that It suspects have been 
smuggled, and has even re¬ 
sorted to the histrionic device 
Of releasing to the public 
every she months a ”12 most 
wanted works of art” list. 

The market for stolen art is 
skyrocketing. “The potential 
profits are unbelievable, bel¬ 
ter than In gold or dia¬ 
monds,” said Volpe. Because 
art is becoming scarcer and 
more expensive, it Is regard¬ 
ed as a solid investment, es¬ 
pecially in this period of fluc¬ 
tuating currencies and prices. 
It is hardly surprising that 
“organized elements” are at¬ 
tracted. 

But financial gain is not the 
only motive in art theft. Volpe 
tells tales of collectors, often 
an obsessed breed, “who live 
only with the bare necessities, 


sleeping on a mattress on the 
kitchen floor, surrounded by 
their art.” Some will commis¬ 
sion thieves to obtain for 
them a coveted work of art* 
others do not care if it’s 
“hot.” Sometimes the honest 
and the innocent are duped by 
clever thieves, who steal a 
work, forge a number of du¬ 
plicates, and sell one to each 
collector as in original, scor¬ 
ing an enormous profit. 

“The typical art thief is 
often highly Intelligent and 
well-educated. He's a whole 
new type of criminal. He 
deals with the best’ people 
and goes to the best’ 
places . Every theft is done 
in a different and artistic 
way,” Volpe says. * 

This points up another prob¬ 
lem, the law. Penalties for art 
crimes are comparatively le¬ 
nient, and the bail provision 
often enables the thieves to 
escape scot-free. Another 
weakness is that extradition 
treaties between nations rare¬ 
ly make it possible to prose¬ 
cute a foreign criminal.

Most Spectacular Decline in Quebec 

Birth Rates Hit Lowest Levels Ever 


OTTAWA (CP) — Birth 
rates in Canada have fallen to 
the lowest levels ever, Statis¬ 
tics Canada records show. 
The average family size now 
is 2.19 children—or close to 
the “replacement level” of 
2.13 children, the minimum 
needed to replace deaths in 
statistics theories. 

This level already has been 
reached in Quebec. 

However, officials say “zero 
population growth”—or equi¬ 
librium between births and 
deaths-^won’t be reached In 
Canada for about another 67 
years because of the large 
percentage of young people 
moving into the child-bearing 
hge group. 

This “youth bulge” and 



their resultant offspring must 
pass before the country is li¬ 
kely to achieve zero popula¬ 
tion growth, Dr. ®I. V. 
George, 4frlef of the demogra¬ 
phic analysis and research 
section of the department, 
said recently. And this is only 
so provided the family size of 
2.13 and the average life ex¬ 
pectancy remained constant. 

“And, of course, it depends 
on all other factors remaining 
the same,” he added. 

In projections of futurp 
courses of population there 
are many imponderables. For 
example, in these forecasts, 
officials have had to exclude 
effects of immigration and 
emigration by assuming these 
would be equal. 

Using only “natural in¬ 
crease” — the difference be¬ 
tween numbers of births and 
deaths—the experts predict 
that population will reach 
about 31 million in 2040, then 
level off. j 

“The crucial variable is the 
change in fertility,” George 
aaid. 

Statistics records show that 
the crude birth rate—the 
number of births for every 
thousand Canadians regard¬ 
less of age—has declined 
steadily from 1957 to its 
present low. The previous low 
was recorded during the 
depression in 1937. 

The crude birth rate in 1971 


was 16.8 births for every 1,000 
population compared with 28.2 
in 1957 and 20.1 in 1937. 

The “most spectacular” 
change in birth rates occurred 
in Quebec, where it dropped 
from 29.7 in 1957, the fourth- 
highest among the provinces, 
to 14.8 in 1971, the lowest, 
George said in an article on 
trends in population growth 
for the Canada Yearbook. 

However, there are more 
refined ways now of measure- 
ing the fertility level than by 
crude birth rates. 

“The total fertility rate, 
which represents the average 
family size, probably is the 
most refined measure.” he 
said. These rates can also be 
worked out on the basis of age 
of the mother and to show 
when a woman has her first¬ 
born and subsequent children. 

Such rates are used to show 
whether families are getting 
larger or smaller and the 
spacing of children. This is 
the type of thing one had to 
look at to determine the fac- 
t o r s affecting population 
growth. 

The total fertility rate — or 
average family size — in Que¬ 
bec in 1971 was 1.9 children, 
the lowest in Canada. 

Prince Edward Island had 
the highest rate wlith 2.9 chil¬ 
dren per family, followed by 
New Brunswick and Saskat¬ 
chewan with 2.7. 


George and Dr. Anatale Ro¬ 
mani uk, chief of population 
estimates and projections, 
said in an article recently 
there appeared to be a “defi¬ 
nite trend” toward the small 
family. They identified sever¬ 
al factors. 

Women seemed to be get¬ 
ting married at a somewhat 
later age during the 1960s 


than during the 1950s when 
there was high fertility, they 
•aid. 

But the tendency toward 
younger marriages might re¬ 
sume “as the current excess 
of females in the prime mar¬ 
riage ages gradually disap¬ 
pears.” This "excess” is the 
result of post-war birthrates 
which produced more females 


than statistically eligible 
males, who — on the average 
— are two years older. 

As the birthrate now Is 
going down, this sex imba¬ 
lance may be reversed. 

“The marriage market 
might become more favorable 
for females,” George said. 

Another factor in the de¬ 
cline is the increased use of 


contraceptives, which has 
made it possible for couples 
to have fewer children and to 
space their family. 

The two experts also said 
the increasing level of educa¬ 
tion among women and the 
trend toward married women 
working outside the home ap¬ 
pear to have affected family 
size.

PARIS, France—“Reforma¬ 
tion” is the salient new word 
in fashion vocabularies, out- 
moding “revolution.” It’s a 
return to the great classics, 
to the easy wearable looks 
that have influenced French 
ready-to-wear as well as the 
recent haute^couture collec¬ 
tions.

“doing their thing” resulted 
in various scenes that were 
more than ready for serious 
reformation. 

Some of the new looks may 
be slightly retrospective 
though completely devoid of 
eccentricity. There is an oc¬ 
casional flashback to the 1920s 
and 1930s particularly evident 
in formal clothes and acces¬ 
sories, but the approach is 
purely contemporary.

Less Is More with Halston 


One Designer Leads U.S. Field

NEW YORK, N.Y. — Fash¬ 
ion has been so peaceable la¬ 
tely that one can easily be 
lulled into thinking nothing 
much is happening. But just 
becuase there have been no 
sensational hot pants, midis, 
or see^throughs does not mean 
this is an uneventful spring. 

On the contrary, we are in a 
significant period. Only once 
in the proverbial blue moon 
will you find what obtains in 
fashion today: a situation 
where the spirit of a single 
designer dominates—and an 
American designer, at that. 

For the most part, those in 
the past whohave upset the 
fashion applecart — Coup- 
reges, Gemreich, Quant, 
Dior, Chanel — have done so 
through some initial shock or 
other. What is uncommon 
about the arrival of Halston, 
an Iowa-bom former milliner 
who is the designer of the 
hour, is its having come about 
without the usual hoopla. 

It Is he who has ushered in 
an era of serenity. Where not 
long ago noisy prints were 
brought out to the accompani¬ 
ment of ear-splitting rock, 
this spring orderly stripes and 
polka dots come in to Cole 
Porter tunes. For his opening, 
another American designer. 
Chester Weinberg, even went 
to the length of hiring a string 
quartet to play Mozart as a 
background for his tidy tic- 
silks and pale crepes and 
suedes. 

The basic styles are still 
classic: the shirtdress, 
sweater, raincoat, cardigan 
suit, wrap skirt, pants, and 
caftan. Halston has quietly 
elevated all these mundane 
staples to the nth degree of 
desirability, which cannot be 
termed an act of radicalism. 
You could, in fact, quite

honestly characterize the Hal¬ 
ston mode as reactionary — 
at the risk of having his free- 
thinking coterie of fans and 
associates jump down your 
throat. 

“Less is more,” a fashion 
observer, quoting architect 
Mies van dcr Rohe, says of 
Halston’s relinquishment of 
fancy buttons, braid trims, 
ruffles, and other extraneous 
gimcrackery in favor of su¬ 
perb cut and fabric. 

“Habsitan got rid of the 
junk,” says another. “He 
stripped down to the essen¬ 
tials, making clothes seem 1 
less important than the \ 
woman who is wearing 
them.” 

His concept is close to that 
expressed by veteran design¬ 
er Bonnie Cashin, w ho, though j 


more functional is outlook 
has long been preoccupied 
with form, fabric, color and 
practical American life-style 
use. Now the trend toward el¬ 
egant simplicity is fanning out 
in all directions. It is felt in 
Paris: Marc Bohan of Dior 
and Givenchy are both mov¬ 
ing toward uncomplicated day 
clothes, although they do hold 
on to flounces and ruffles for 
evening.

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Montreal Shakes Up 
Language Teaching 


VANCOUVER (CPl wJL 
McGill university psychology 
professor said last week that 
traditional language teaching 
wastes time, money and frus¬ 
trates students. 

The key to teaching a child 
another language lies in tak¬ 
ing a total immersion ap¬ 
proach, Dr. Wallace Lambert 
said in an interview. 

Dr. Lambert, international¬ 
ly-known for research psy¬ 
chology, languages and cul¬ 
ture, said an eight-year exper¬ 
iment in the Montreal suburb 
of St. Lambert has provided 
documentary proof the tech¬ 
nique works. 

Under the program, the 
English - pseaking youngsters 
— none of whom had any 
knowledge of French — are 
taught in French from the 
kindergarten level up. 

Lambert said by the time 
the youngsters reach the 
grade 4 or 5 level, they can 
read and write In French as 
well as they can in English. 

He said the children’s 
French tends to be less fluent 
and contains more grammati-

“I dell them to put it wher¬ 
ever they’re proudest.” says 
the San Francisco artist. 

And the women do — from 
a paisley teardrop on a televi¬ 
sion talk show hostess’s but¬ 
tock to three seagullls on the 
wrist of an investment re¬ 
searcher. 

The growing number of 
women who are getting ta- 
tooed are not the Tugboat 
• Annie type. They run the 
gamut from lawyer and bank¬ 
er to secretary and housewife. 

Tuttle, 41, says his clientele 
began changing four or five 
years ago and now three- 
quarters of his customers are 
women. The designs they ask 
for could be almost anything 
•— butterflies, rainbows, tiny 
red lips, doves, daisies, stars, 
halfmoons, lightning flashes 
or Snoopy. 

For what he vaguely says 
are the 6ame fees a psychia¬ 
trist charges, Tuttle has en- 
sc rolled hips, bedragoned 
thighs, and provided one 
woman with a permanent pair 
of panties, lace and all. 

Tuttle became interested in 
tattoos at 14, when he came to 
San Francisco to get one. It 
was a heart inscribed Mother 
—the only thing that saved 
him from a licking when he 
got home. 

Bit by bit, he has had him¬ 


self tattooed front TflWk to in¬ 
step — a sunrise on his chest, 
stars showering over his 
shoulders, a Samoan girl 
around his waist, Egyptian 
symbols on his knees and two 
eagles in a sunburst on his 
back. 

He himself developed such 
tattooing skill that plastic sur¬ 
geons have called on him to 
replace lines in facial fea¬ 
tures, lighten pigment over 
birthmarks and make eye¬ 
brows.

Dior could wax spiritual 
over the subject of food. He 
called fine food "a work of 
God and of man." Once his 
friend, Raymond Thulier, 
owner of the three star Bau- 
maniere restaurant in Annecy 
in the south of France, served 
Dior scrambled eggs with 
truffles. Thulier recalls that 
Dior exclaimed. “This dish is 
unbelievable and great in its 


simplicity. Let us render 
glory and homage to Him who 
in His infinite goodness placed 
the mouth close to the soul.” 

Thuilier in his preface to 
the book recalls that Dior said 

the materials of cooking are 
as noble as in the couture" 
and that both cooking and 
couture were the work of 
“both mind and hands.’’ 

Dior spoke of wine as “an 
elegant and beautiful girl . . 
this is a loving wine, firm 
without beihg hard, caressing 
at your every wish." 

D i r o ’ s recipes include 
oysters in sherry, partridge In 
champagne, roast lamb with 
lemon, banana sherbert, 
chestnut salad. There are in¬ 
structions for serving wine 
and suggested adjectives to 
murmur while you are drink¬ 
ing it: "generous." "plump," 
“tender," etc. 

One of Rouet's favorite re- 
ceipes is chicken stuffed with 
"fromage blanc" or white 
cheese. There’s no exact 
North American equivalent 
for fromage blanc but French 
food experts suggest either

Put the chicken in a cover¬ 
ed iron casserole, add one 
quarter of a pound of butter 
and heat until the butter is 
hot.

sixwns of cognac: over the 
chicken and flame it After 
the cognac burns off, add a 
cup of chicken bouillon, salt 
and pepper and cook slowly 
for three quarters of an hour. 
Add cornstarch to the sauce 
and serve separately.

PRINCE ALBERT (CP) - 
A prisoner who has been in¬ 
carcerated for many years 
told an official at the federal 
penitentiary here earlier this 
week he had just eaten “the 
firat meal I ever enjoyed 
here." 

It wasn’t just the food. Pris- 
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oners’ eating habits changed 
drastically with the opening of 
the first dining rooms in a 
maximum security prison in 
Canada. 

The days of picking up 
stainless steel sectional trays 
with food already served and 
carrying them up one UTfour 
flights of stairs to the cells 
have ended. Prisoners at the 
penitentiary will no longer be 
forced to eat alone. 

William Aitkenhead, chief 
of food services for Canadian 
Penitentiary Services in Otta¬ 
wa, termed the move to din-

thing they should have done a 
long time ago." 

While Tuesday was fraught 
with technical problems in¬ 
volved in closing the old 
kitchen services and owning 
the dining rooms, the 461 pris¬ 
oners voiced approval as they 
helped themselves cafeteria- 
style. 

The four dining rooms were 
bright with decorations of 
sunshine yellow, blue and 
orange. Each dining room has 
25 tables accommodating four 
men each. 

For those who have been 
serving long terms, the oppor¬ 
tunity to eat from china 
plates again, drink juices and 
milk from glass tumblers, and 
choose food from the wide se¬ 
lection available, was the 
icing on the cake. 

Guards walked the corri- , 
dors outside the dining rooms, 
but there are no guards in the 
eating areas at mealtimes. 

Aitkenhead. who approves 
the menus for penitentiaries 
across the country, said the 
new facilities will bring a fi¬ 
nancial saving. With the men 
now able to choose what they 
want to eat, waste of food will 
be reduced. 

Meals are planned with nu¬ 
trition in mind. 

For breakfast, the prisoners 
have a choice of five different 
individually packaged cold ce¬ 
reals. If they do not want cold 
cereal, hot cereal is available. 

With the cereal goes either 
fruit juice, an orange or 
grapefruit. If fresh fruit is 
served, the juice is not of¬ 
fered. The cereal can be fol¬ 
lowed by bacon and eggs or 
griddled cakes and syrup, 
toast and jam, coffee, tea or 
milk. 

The mid-day lunch on open¬ 
ing day consisted of soup, 
fresh salad, fresh hot rolls, a 
choice of ham or wing steak, 
and two vegetables. There 
were also whole canned toma¬ 
toes, cheese, fresh fruit and 
carrot steamed pudding with 
vanilla sauce. 

Aitkenhead said experience 
has shown that much of the 
discontent and problems with 
prisoners in the past has 
stemmed from poor food. 

The menu available to pris¬ 
oners for the opening of the 
dining rooms did not coincide 
with that of the staff 
members, who sat down to a 
lunch of sausage and mash 
with no trimmings and a 
piece of fruitcake.

Gilbert and Sullivan is now 
in the open domain (you hear 
parodies in commercials, 
even) but GVOS wisely held 
almost totally to the original. 
There were light touches in 
the patter, such as an aside 
about women’s lib, that 
brought appreciative 
chuckles, but Gilbert’s witty 
libretto and lyrics were left 
virtually intact. 

Certainly, no G and S show 
could possibly be done without 
that central character which, 
in The Mikado, is Ko-Ko. In 
that role Edgar Hanson was, 
in a word, terrific. From his 
“misplaced” first entrance to 
his wooing of Katisha he won 
and held his audience. 

Remembering always that

Herring Fishermen 
To Discuss Tie-Up 


The United Fishermen and 
Allies Workers Union has 
called an emergency meeting 
for 2 p.m. today of herring 
roe fishermen at Ahousat on 
the west coast of Vancouver 
Island to discuss a possible 
herring fleet tie-up. 

A union spokesman said 
Saturday from Vancouver 
that the possible halt in the 
fishing near Sidney Inlet was 
a "sudden lockout declared by 
fisheries regional director W. 
R. Hourston.’’ 

The dispute is about fishery 
regulations which insists her¬ 
ring fishermen do test fishing 
to ensure the roe content of 
the herring is a minimum of 8 
per cent. 

The fishermen want to be 
paid for time conducting the 
tests. Both the fishing compa¬ 
nies and the federal fisheries 
department refuse to pay. 

A large market for herring 
roe has developed in Japan. 

The spokesman said there 
are currently about 82 seiners 
and several gillnetters con¬ 
centrated near the inlet where 
an estimated 15.000 to 20,000 
tons of herring have been lo¬ 
cated. 

During the 32-hour fishing 
period from 6 a.m. Thursday 
to 2 p.m. Friday the roe con¬ 
tent was about 6.5 per cent by 
weight of the whole herring, 


according to the union spokes¬ 
man. 

He said most company 
managers ordered the catch 
released because the roe con¬ 
tent was below the require¬ 
ment. 

*A few small companies or¬ 
dered the captains to load the 
herring aboard the packers. 
About 1,000 tons of herring 
was taken this way. 

“When the unions’ 48-hour- 
rest period began at 2 p.m. 
Friday Fisheries Minister 
Jack Davis and Hourston pro¬ 
hibited further herring fishing 
and threatened to keep it 
closed after 3 p.m. today 
until the union membership 
agreed to conduct all test fish¬ 
ing without i«y,’ r tile spokes¬ 
man said. 

He added that on Saturday 


the fisheries department and 
fishing company represent¬ 
atives “reached some form of 
mutual suggestion that union 
fishermen work without pay 
during part of their weekend 
rest period to conduct test 
fishing.’’ 

The union charges the fish¬ 
eries department with with¬ 
holding relevent information 
about gillnet and seine 
catches in the area, despite 
letters from every company 
requesting this information be 
relayed to the union. 

The spokesman said thht 
David and his stasff are try¬ 
ing to pressure union fisher¬ 
men into violating their union 
contracts and also placing 
"roadblocks to a plan for mu¬ 
tual sharing of the herring 
catch between union gillnet¬ 
ters and seiners.

The judge said it has been 
established at a court hearing 
that Altmann served during 
the Second World War as an 
officer of the German S6 elite 
guard under the name of 
Klaus Barbie. 

Barbie, known to French¬ 
men as “The Butcher of 
Lyons,” was convicted in his 
absence after the war for war 
crimes, including the torture 
and murder of hundreds of 
French resistance workers, 
among them Maquis leader 
Jean Moulin. 

France asked for Altmann’s 
extradition after a Paris 
newspaper report led to inves¬ 
tigations into Altrhann’s iden¬ 
tity by independent Nazi- 
hunters. 

Altmann, of German origin, 
settled in Bolivia in 1952 and 
took Bolivian nationality five 
years later. 

A Bolivian foreign ministry 
source said last August that 
although there is no extradi¬ 
tion treaty between France 
and Bolivia, it might be possi¬ 
ble to hand Altmann over on 
the basis of “human morality 
and international law.” 
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UVic Senate to Confer 
Three Honorary Degrees 


University of Victoria senate will confer, 
on its 10th annual convocation day May 26, 
honorary degrees on a librarian, an artist 
and a famed classical scholar. 

Degrees of Doctor of Laws (Honoris 
Causa) will be given to Margaret Jean Clay, 
who headed the Victoria Public Library from 
1924 until her retirement in 1966; Jack Shad- 
bolt, a major Canadian artist and graduate 
of Victoria high school, Victoria College and 
the Provincial Normal School; and George 
M. A. Grube, teacher, researcher and writer 
on Greek philosophy, drama and literary 
criticism in Canada for more than 40 years. 

Miss Clay, who joined the city library 
staff in 1913, was a founding member of the 
Victoria College extension services, a charter 
member of the Canadian Library Association 


and a member of provincial Public Library 
commission. 

For the last 20 years Shadbolt has been 
one of Canada’s major artists and a signifi¬ 
cant figure in the art world. He was honored 
in 1970 with a retrospective show in the Na¬ 
tional Gallery, Ottawa. It also toured major 
galleries across Canada. 

Grube, a native of Antwerp, Belgium, 
served with the Belgian army and later with 
the British in the First World War. He gra¬ 
duated in classics at Cambridge, taught for 
five years in Wales, then was appointed 
professor of classics at Trinity College, Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto, in 1928. He became head 
of the department three years later. 

Siqce Grube retired he has been In great 
demand as a visiting professor and held that 
post at UVic in the term 1969-70.

OTTAWA: (CP) - Between 
65 and 70 per cent of 28,000 
unemployment insurance re¬ 
cipients investigated On Metro 
politan Toronto and Hamilton 
will likely be disqualified, a 
spokesman for the Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Commission 
(UIC) said Saturday. 

The investigation was car¬ 
ried out during January and 
February among 17 or 18 skill 
groups for which there was a 
supply of jobs available with 
a large supply of qualified 
jieople on unemployment in¬ 
surance. 

“The relationship between 
the unemployed person’s orig¬ 
inal job, the job he is looking 
for and the job we expect him 
to take remains constant,” 
the spokesman said. 

“We don’t expect him to ac¬ 
cept a job that pays less than 
he received before.” 

The Toronto area investiga¬ 
tion is one of a series in high 
unemployment area in On¬ 
tario and Quebec being con¬ 
ducted by the UIC, in an ef¬ 
fort to cut down on the 
number of people receiving 
jobless benefits while employ¬ 
ment in their field goes beg¬ 
ging. Benefit recipients with 
certain skills and trades who 
do not show efforts to find 
work are disqualified. 

The UIC has beefed up its 
investigation personnel by 120 
people to 425 in the last six 
months. 

The investigations by mo¬ 
bile teams are concentrated 
in Ontario and Quebec be¬ 
cause they have the highest 
number of benefit claimants. 

A recent investigation in 
Kingston, Ont., resulted in the 
disqualification of more than 
70 per cent of about 200 secre¬ 
taries, clerks and general of¬ 
fice workers receiving bene¬ 
fits. 

Earlier this year, a surprise 
Investigation in Ottawa and 
Hull disqualified 85 per cent 
of a group of stenographers, 
typists and waitresses. 

In the Toronto Star, Man- 
power Minister Robert 
Andras is quoted as emphasiz¬ 
ing that the figures must be 
taken ”in context,” applying 
only to one area of the 
country and a few selected 
job categories. 

The five commission offices 
in Tomto and Hamilton com¬ 
piled the figures between Jan. 
2 and Feb 23. They Investigat¬ 
ed recipients in job categories 
in which a large number of 
job openings were going un¬ 
filled. 

These included nurses, 
teachers, secretaries, general 
office workers, sales clerks, 
mechanics and factory 
workers. 

“The figures are not final 
yet, but it looks as if 70 per 
cent have been or are in the 
process of being disqualified,” 
Yvon Charlebois, UIC director 


of public affairs, is quoted as 
saying. 

It was reported this week 
that in Kingston about 100 
would be disqualified. But 
Charlebois said the rate has 
turned out to be even higher; 
156 out of 175 Kingston recipi¬ 
ents will lose their cheques. 

He emphasized again that 
the investigation concentrated 
on categories where jobs were 
available, ‘where we were li¬ 
kely to get a return for our ef¬ 
fort.”

But then I 
realized I never would be, so 
turned to acting. 

"The ballet, however, was 
first-rate groundwork in 
movement.” 

Shock Value 

Milo has mixed feelings 
about some of the entertain¬ 
ment provided today. Nudity 
she doesn’t mind if it’s valid 
in the play and not used' for 
shock value. Violence she 
abhors. 

"But I am opposed to cen¬ 
sorship, at any level. And that 
includes just telling children 
they 'mustn’t do’ certain 
things which the parents 
themselves are doing. 

"The ‘Because I say so’ an¬ 
swer to the child’s ’Why?’ is 
excusable only when they are 


very tiny. The child, however, 
learns by example, and will 
only accept sensible reasons 
for any rules laid down. He^ll 
soon find out for himself what 
is good or bad for him. 

Figured Out 

"Children are naturally in¬ 
quisitive, imaginative, pene¬ 
trating. That’s what makes 
children’s theatre so interest¬ 
ing. I frequently find, in a 
play for children, that the 
young audience has already 
figured out what I’ll be doing 
in another 10 minutes or so, 
and it’s a challenge to bring 
them up to that point without 
losing them.” 

Milo’s headquarters, if you 
like, is Toronto, but she’s 
spent most of the last few 
years in the Maritime prov¬ 
inces, acting in Theatre New 
Brunswick and in Halifax. 

Fun-Things _ 

Last fall she was one of a 
number of theatre people sent 
out by Theatre Canada, the 
former Dominion Drama Fes¬ 
tival, to work with those inter¬ 
ested in various parts of the 
country ; in her case, the Mar- 
i times. 
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HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — 
And then there was one— 
Gunsmoke. 

When the show made its 
debut 18 years ago there were 
32 regular westerns on the 
tube. Now the best of all video 
horse operas is the sole sur¬ 
vivor. 

Other series of the old west 
went by the boards for many 
reasons: poor production, the 
FOC crackdown on violence, 
audience apathy. 

But CBS stayed with Gun- 
emoke. The best writers avail¬ 
able were hired by producer 
John Mantily, who has shep¬ 
herded the show for the past 
nine years. 

Now the network has re¬ 
newed the series for an un¬ 
precedented 19th year. 

"If the ratings remain high 
we’ll go Into a 20th year,” 
■aid Mantly. "And possibly a 
21st season.” 

Asked to what ho attributes 
the show’s success. Mantly 


"The characters were bril¬ 
liantly created on radio all 
the way back in 1952. We have 
a marvelous cross-section of 
humanity: the lawman with 
the power of life and death 
with a gun, Doc Adams with 
the power of life and death 
through science, the Earth 
mother in Kitty, and the court 
jester in Festus who has po 
visable means of support. 

"There is appeal in all the 
characters for the viewer. 
Also the roles were magnifi¬ 
cently cast. 

"Most significant thing of 
all is that these people like 
and respect one another Enor¬ 
mously — not to say they 
haven’t had squabbles—and it 
is evident on the screen. 

* °”We’re more of an antholo¬ 
gy now and the only one on 
the air. When the show start¬ 
ed on TV in 1959 story lines 
stayed with the main charac¬ 
ters.” 

In 1967 Gunsmoke was can¬ 


celled by program directors. 
But CBS Board Chairman Wil¬ 
liam Paley insisted it be re¬ 
turned to the air. The only 
open spot on the schedule was 
7:30 p.m. Mondays, where the 
series prospered even more 
than it had in Its old 10 p.m. 
Saturday night slot. 

Jim Arness, who has played 
marshal Dillon down through 
the years, has become a mul¬ 
timillionaire, buying and then 
selling the show back to the 
network at terrific profit. 

Cast members Milbum 
Stone (Doc), Amanda Blake 
(Kitty) and Ken Curtis 
(Festus) are wealthy beyond 
belief. 


"They were just three-week 
workshops, so I knew I 
couldn't teach any real act¬ 
ing. So I concentrated on the 
fun-things in theatre: move¬ 
ment, improvisation, all the 
things I remembered as most 
fun when I was learning to 
act. It was great." 

From the Maritimes Milo 
came to Victoria to play the 
daughter in Mrs. Warren’s 
Profession, and next, half of 
one of the three couples in 
How the Other Half Loves, 
which opens March 9 at the 
McPherson Playhouse. Edwin 
Stephenson is directing this 
latest in Bastion Theatre’s 
mainstage season.

GLOXINIA BriJiM (K. McN., Sidney) 

I suspect the reason why your potted 
gloxinia bulbs are not sprouting is be¬ 
cause you stored the bulbs in a too-cold 
place through the winter. 

An unheated garage is far too cokl 
for these tropical bulbs even in a nor¬ 
mal winter. The safest way to store 
them is to leave them in .their pots of 
soil and keep them at ordinary room 
temperatures, NOT in a cold place as 
for dahlias and gladiolus. 

RASPBERRY PRUNING (L. S., Deep 
Cove) 

The pruning of raspberries is very 
simple if you remember that the in¬ 
dividual canes are biennial; that is, they 


bottomless pots and copious amounts of 
water to the gravel beds. The plants de¬ 
velop two sets of roots -- fibrous feed¬ 
ing roots in the pits, and fleshy water- 
seeking roots in the gravel. 

Very heavy crops of excellent toma¬ 
toes are raided in this way, and there is 
a substantial advantage in that there 
are no beds of soil in the greenhouse to 
be changed periodically — a laborious 
and expensive process. The gravel beds 
can be washed clean by flooding be¬ 
tween crops, and only the soil in the 
bottomless pots needs renewing.

I don’t think any of the winter¬ 
blooming Viburnum varieties have flo¬ 
wered very well this past winter, as the 
Qtcember and early January tempera¬ 
tures were too low. However, the fact 
that your shrub hasn’t bloomed for the 
last three years suggests that some¬ 
thing more than weather is involved. 

The trouble is almost certainly the 
aspect. You say you have the shrub 
planted on the northeast side of the 
house; I doubt very much whether it 
would get enough sunshine in such a 
position to ripen its wood and prepare 
itself for blooming.

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Ulster Militiaman Executed Tight Security for Vote 


BELFAST (UPI) - A 
woman walking on a lonely 
country lane near the border 
with the Irish RepUblio Satur¬ 
day found the hooded, gagged 
and bound body of an Ulster 
militiaman. A British soldier 
shot by a Protestant gunman 


two weeks ago died in a Bel¬ 
fast hospital. 

In Belfast, bus drivers de¬ 
clared a four-day strike to 
protest the machinegun 
murder Friday of a fellow 
worker. 

Police said the militiaman 


was Sgt. David Charles Dea¬ 
con, 39, of the Ulster Defence 
Regiment, an Englishman 
stationed at the British 
army’s Londonderry head¬ 
quarters. A police epokesman 
said “he had been shot 
through the bead.” 


The soldier who died was 
shot In the spine toy a gunman 
during the general strike by 
Protestants on Feb. 17. He 
was only the second soldier 
known shot by a Protestant 
out of the total of 155 ser¬ 


vicemen who have been killed 
in Northern Ireland. 

Bus crews walked out to 
protest the slaying Friday of 
Patrick Croasan who died 
when gunmen sprayed his bus 
with machinegun fire in the 
Catholic Woodvale district. # 


BELFAST. (UPI) • Tight 
security precautions will be in 
effect Thursday when voter* 
go to the polls in Northern 
Ireland to determine whether 
to seek unity with the Irish 
Republic or keep links with 
Britain.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Up 
to 80 per cent of the patients 
visiting general practitioners 
in B.C. suffer from emotional 
rather than physical ailments, 
a Vancouver psychiatrist said 
Saturday. 

Dr. Ian Kent told a meeting 
of the Greater Vancouver 
General Practitioners’ Associ¬ 
ation that a preventive psy¬ 
chiatry centre should be es¬ 
tablished to handle the prov¬ 
ince’s mounting mental health 
problems. 

He said the centre would 
stimulate research into the 
cause of mental health prob¬ 
lems and act as a “clearing 
house for information regard¬ 
ing developments in the 
field.” 

He also suggested formation 
of an association of doctors, 
nurses, psychologists, social 
workers, clergy and lawyers 
which “would contribute sub¬ 
stantially to the growth of a 
solid professional identity.” 

Kent said preventive psy¬ 
chiatry does not involve ad¬ 
ministration of drugs, elec¬ 
trical and chemical therapy or 
other time-consuming thera¬ 
pies. What it requires, he 
said, is the capacity to be in¬ 
stantly available at the point 
of need, to relate to persons in 
a truly personal way.

In the social rubber 
bridge game after playing 
three high trumps, de¬ 
clarer’s problem is reduced 
to one simple question. 
Since a spade loser is inevi¬ 
table. the contract hinges on 
whether to play for equally 
divided hearts or whether to 
finesse on either the first or 
second round (if an honor is 
dropped by Fast). The bet¬ 
ter play (also quicker and 
easier on the nerves) is to 
bang down the top hearts 
hoping for the best. On this 
hand the best is out of 
reach. 

The duplicate player has a 
different problem. Since 
most other pairs will play a 
heart contract, an even divi¬ 
sion in hearts will yield 13 
tricks. Since he can make 
only 12 in a spade contract- 
certain poor score—he 
must hope that the heart de¬ 
clarers are losing a heart 
trick. 

This is what Jlobinson did. 
He won the club lead and 
cashed three high trumps. 
He then led the heart ten 
and when West-flayed low 
he finessed! (It would have 
done West no good to 
cover.) 

The hearts wore then run 
and West could ruff whenev- 
he wished. Declarer 
made his contract, losing 
only one sp^de tripk. 

What a way to gain a tie 
with those who played in six 
hearts!

Hartwell, suffering two bro¬ 
ken legs and a fractured 
kneecap and driven by hunger 
after the boy's death to eating 
the flesh of Miss Hill, was res¬ 
cued after 32 days. 

The jury’s first recommen¬ 
dation concerned Hartwell. 

“The jury feels strongly 
that Marten Hartwell had a 
moral obligation to appear at 
the inquest. . ."

Butvthe Socialist-Communist 
union is not expected to gain 
a working majority and the 
balance of power could lie 
with the small centrist reform 
movement II is pledged to 
support a Gaullist-led govern- 
ent, but only at the price of 
policy changes. 

Puhllc opinion polls show 
the leftist front headed by So¬ 
cialist Francois Mitterrand 
and Communist Georges Mar¬ 


chais holding a lead of 11 per 
cent over the Gaullists under 
Premier Pierre Messmer and 
their allies, the Independent 
Republicans led by Finance 
Minister Valery Giscard d’Es- 
taing and the Centre for De¬ 
mocracy and Progress of Cul¬ 
ture Minister Jacques Duha- 
mel. 

Should the leftist wave 
prove stronger than expected 
and lead to a majority, 
France would face a severe 
crisis.

A coalition of clergymen, a 
sixikiesman for the so-called 
"hostages," the owner of the 
property that was seized, and 
American Indian Movement 
(A.I.M.) leaders announced a 
four-point proposal they were 
taking to the justice depart¬ 
ment. 

The proposal stipulates that 
federal officers be removed 
from the Wounded Knee area 
immediately, that restitution 
be made for personal proper¬ 
ty loss, that A.I.M. vacate the 
village as soon as possible 
and that a contingent of South 
Dakota clergymen be as¬ 
signed to observe the proce¬ 
dures. 


There was also indication 
that the justice department 
was in a conciliatry mood. A 
spokesman for the depart¬ 
ment said that a ceasefire 
had been agreed upon, and 


that as (tart of the agreement 
armored personnel carriers 
on the perimeter of the vil¬ 
lage would be removed. 

By early evening there was 
no sight of die carriers.

Brick Does Trick 


TO BE TRUTHFUL about it. I'vt been 
rubbing my hands in anticipation of a local 
water crisis for sometime now. Earlier this 
week you might have noted that naturalist 
Freeman King was a little concerned with 
the lack of precipitation in our area so far 
this year. King said that while the water 
situation isn’t that serious at the present, it 
cduld be if we don’t get more rain. 

Wonderful. Maybe I can grab off a mean¬ 
ingful number of homeowners for my water 
conservation plan. Actually, it’s not my plan 
at all, I’m just acting as the middleman for 
a New Jersey housewife who brought it to 
fruition in the city of Cherry Hills, N.J. 
some time ago. 

□ 

MRS. TILLY SPETGANG became con¬ 
cerned about fresh water reserves in the 
area and concluded we all waste an in¬ 
ordinate amount of water every year. She 
was concerned, not just for her own usage, 
but for the future — for yet unborn genera¬ 
tions ancf damned il she didn’t come up with 
a conservation idea. What’s more, she sold 
the whole thing to her city council and 
they’ve been singing her praises ever since. 

Height of simplicity. Buy a brick and 
stick it in the water closet of your toilet 
and sit back for the water savings. 

□ 

1 THINK right about this juncture the 
usual disclaimer should be added. I do not 
own a brickyard, have no relatives owning 
or working in brickyards and have no stock 
in any brickyard. 

Now for the logic. It seems the average 
toilet tank holds roughly eight gallons of 
water, which is considerably more than 
necessary to flush the thing effectively. 
Matter of fact, manufacturers now concede 
a tank holding about three and one-half gal¬ 
lons is enough to do the flushing. It seems 
reasonable we are flushing away millions of 
gallons of good water, water we can never 
retrieve. 

□ 

THE BRICK bll is easy. Take a brick, 
which measures about 2x4x8 inches, place 
it in the tank and save the amount of 
water it displaces. Works out to about one 
quart and if you add it up. using conserva¬ 
tive figures, you’ll find that on roughly 16 
flushes per day per four-member family, 


you’re saving four gallons a day. Stretch 
that over a year, taking off holiday time 
away from home and you total 1,400 gallons. 

Project it for the Greater Victoria area 
and the total comes to something like 70 
million gallons of pure water per year. I’ve 
no idea of the money saving, but it sure is a 
great water saving. 

□ 

THE NEW JERSEY woman interested 
her council to the extent of the council buy¬ 
ing enough bricks for the 17,000 homes In her 
city. That coat the council $2,000 and resulted 
in a water saving of 34,000,000 gallons the 
first year of Operation Brick. 

The city of Seattle heard of the project 
and calculated the same plan in Seattle would 
save 1,495,428,350 gallons from the placement 
of 409,679 bricks. 

It Cherry Hill the citizens, after digest¬ 
ing Mrs. Spetgang’s plan, rallied around in 
great fashion. They dubbed it, "put a brick 
in your tank” and literally hundreds of peo¬ 
ple, most of them school or university stud¬ 
ents, volunteered to take the bricks around 
and place them in the toilets. 

□ 

MIND YOU, there were skeptics. A man 
in Puyallup, Washington, said the whole thing 
smacked of incredible ignorance and jitupi- 
dity. Said that simply by bending the arh\ of 
the float they could save just as much water. 

Mrs. Spetgang wasn’t about to be cowed. 
She answered that bending the float lowers 
water pressure, which could cause problems. 
The main objection, however, is that people 
simply won’t do it — they’re concerned about 
damaging the toilet mechanism. Putting a 
brick in the tank doesn’t harm a thing. 

□ 

OUR AREA seems reasonably well sup¬ 
plied with water at the moment, but it 
doesn’t necessarily follow we will always be 
so bountifully supplied. Now if the mayors 
and reeves of Victoria, Saanich, Esquimalt. 
Oak Bay, Langford, Metchosin, Colwood, 
Central Saanich and Sidney would lend their 
considerable backing, we could at least in¬ 
sure our water supply for a much longer 
period of time. 

I hope Skipper King puts his consider¬ 
able push behind the idea, too. I bought my 
brick this week. Why don't you do the same 
this coming week?

Because a hole in the roof 
didn't line up with a hole in 
the floor, no amount of expla¬ 
nation by American and South 
Vietnamese officers could 
convince the Hungarian and 
Polish members that the 
same shell, or even if it was a 
shell, was responsible. “ 

Then there was the Khe 
Sanh incident, in which the 
South Vietnamese and Ameri¬ 
cans said missiles had been 
installed in the South Viet¬ 
namese territory since the 
ceasefire. 

The Canadians and In¬ 
donesians voted to inves¬ 
tigate. The Polish and Hun¬ 
garians refused, saying there 
was not enough evidence. 

The North Vietnamese then 
sent a letter to the commis¬ 
sion, claiming the so-called 
photographic evidence was 
"mere fabrication.” 

Canada and Indonesia 
asked for another meeting to 
reconsider the previous deci¬ 
sion, and allow the IOCS team 
to visit The site to determine 
whether the evidence was fab¬ 
rication. 

The meeting was called, but 
the result was the same. 

There is also the Hue and 
Da Nang Incidents where 
North Vietnamese represent¬ 
atives of the JMC have been 
attacked and injured by 
mobs.

"Then they planned to use 
the Sudanese ministers as 
hostages to negotiate their es¬ 
cape from the United States.” 

The Soviet press .joined in 
the international outcry Satur¬ 
day against the Black Sej>- 
tembrijt murders of the hos¬ 
tage diplomats In Khartoum. 

Although making no definite 
comment, the controlled Sovi¬ 
et newspapers showed by 
their coverage that Moscow 
disapproves of the killings. 

Moscow has supported 
Palestinian liberation move 
ments, but is making clear it 
wants to disassociate itself 
from such terrorist activities. 

A Tass report from Beirut 
quoted Yasij- Arafat of the Pal¬ 
estine Liberation Organization 
as saying in a telegram to 
Sudanese President Jaafar el 
Numairi that his organization 
"had nothing to do with the 
incident in Khartoum." Ara¬ 
fat has been a frequent visitor 
to Moscow' and has been pro¬ 
mised Soviet support.

DUNCAN It was a re¬ 
markable night. 

First I saw the destruction 
of my home town, Dresden, 
Germany, in February 1945, 
and then I witnessed the work 
of a good Samaritan. 

It was almost midnight on 
that recent February day in 
Duncan. We had seen that 
stunning movie Slaughter¬ 
house 5. Going home I almost 
drove throug the red light at 
the Trans-Canada highway 
when I wanted to rescue that 
little cat sitting in the middle 
of one of the lanes on the opp¬ 
osite side. 

The little cat obviously was 
confused. It looked scared and 
I was frightened thinking that 
it might get hit. The light 
stayed red for an eternity — 
and then it happened. 

Happy End 

A little car stopped. Some¬ 
one got out, grabbed the kit¬ 
ten and drove off. I was 
happy and the light changed 
to green. A happy end - 
almost as Slaughterhouse 5 
had a sort of one, after having 


navigated through human 
folly in war and peace. 

“What a stunning movie," I 
said to Peggy over a cup of 
coffee. 

It was late coffee early in 
the morning. The movie had 
introduced us to a fourth di¬ 
mension in which time and 
space are no longer relative 
to each other and both be¬ 
come meaningless in the face 
of the presence which still re¬ 
mains beautiful or ugly as cir¬ 
cumstances dictate. 

The film also lent overpo¬ 
wering life to the likewise 
stunning book with the same 
name by American author 
Kurt Vonnegut, Jr. 

Survival 

Vonnegut is described as 
“fourth-generation German- 
American, now living in easy 
circumstances on Cape Cod, 
(and smoking too much), 
who, ns an American infantry 
scout hors de combat, as a 
prisoner of war, witnessed the 
fire bombing of Dresden, the 
Florence of the Elbe a long 
time ago, and survived to tell 
the tale." 

Many things in our lives 


seemingly happen by ac¬ 
cident. 

This is one of them. Several^ 
weeks ago Duncan poet-pho¬ 
tographer Robert James said 
to me: “I had to think of you 
the other day, when I saw the 
film Slaughterhouse 5 in Vic¬ 
toria." 

1 had heard of the book, but 
had forgotten the title. 

How anyone can forget the 
title of a book that deals with 
the destruction of one’s home¬ 
town, which happened to be 
the worst single air raid in 
the Second World War, is 
beyond me. 

This time, when James told 
me, I got the book. Usually 
one absorbs a book or puts it 
aside when it is boring. This 
one absorbed me. Slaughter¬ 
house 5 took me to a crazy 
dance with reality and surre¬ 
alism with the profane and 
the sublime. 


Sidetrips 


I made acquaintance with 
Vonnegut’s protagonist Billy 
Pilgrim who comes unstuck in 
time. He is a wealthy, wi¬ 
dowed optometrist in the state 
of New York and during the 
last big war in Europe his life 


suddenly begins to ignore 
time and space. 

Regular sidetrips take him 
to his future, his past to plunk 
him back into the present. 
Vonnegut defies human rea¬ 
soning and allows his hero to 
be abducted by a flying 
saucer that takes him to the- 
very distant planet Trafai- 
madore where he makes love 
to beautiful movie star Mon¬ 
tana Wildhack, also from 
earth, and moments later he 
is back just in time to experi¬ 
ence the greatest man-made 
catastrophe the destruction 
of Dresden during which more 
people (Bed than in Hiroshi¬ 
ma. 

Wanderer 

Other excursions — here 
and there and there and 
beyond — find Pilgrim a pa- 
11 e n t wanderer between 
worlds and time.-Some of his 
trii>s are ugly, some are 
funny and others friendly and 
warm all are exciting for 
Pilgrim well as for the 
reader. 

And then the film came to 
Duncan. 

Sometimes books that are 
filmed come unstuck in quali¬ 


ty and meaning. Not Slaugh¬ 
terhouse 5. 

Perhaps not exactly iden¬ 
tical with every part of the 
book, the film tells a true 
story with superb pho¬ 
tography, big screen excite¬ 
ment which makes the unreal- 
become real. 

Among Dead 

The film—as the book— 
brings home some of the 
ironic happenings In this mas¬ 
sive tragedy. So, for instance 
that the strong underground 
structure of the city's slaugh¬ 
terhouse becomes one of the 
very few places where no 
slaughter of humans takes 
place and where the Ameri¬ 
can prisoners find safe 
shelter* 

Ironic also the shooting of 
an American prisoner of w ar 
for picking up a porcelain 
figurine (in the book it is a 
teapot) amidst smouldering 
ruins and the dead and twist¬ 
ed bodies that arc piled to 
small mountains and burned. 

The big screen tells it all as 
does the book. It is a stunning 
piece of story-telling and film¬ 
making impaling a part of 
mankind’s history. ^

‘‘progressive’’ countries may cool 
off.because of lost sun rays, while 
the poles grow warmer. 

Up in our mountains the snow is 
crust-hard in March. When you walk 
on top of it you feel like a king. You 
can even place a chair on it and sit 
tanning in the sun of equal day. But 
in the seemingly hard snow water is 
gathering, growing. Water is run¬ 
ning under the ice edges of the 
river, pushing them farther and far¬ 
ther towards the banks until they 
crackle into transparent chips. 
March is saying yes to spring and 
going slowly to meet her. You begin 
to get that feeling of change and 
challenge. A challenge, as William 
O. Douglas puts it, "to explore each 
ridge and valley, to climb each 
snow-capped peak, to sleep in each 
high basin, to sample the berries 
and fish and all the other rich pro¬ 
duce of the wilderness.” 

This is the month for cloud A 


watching, when you can take your 
eyes off the birds. They reflect 
surfrise and sunset, they add dimen¬ 
sion to the day. They soften the 
sharp tops of the mountains and 
make the evergreens greener. They 
have thrown off their dirty old 
clothes of winter and now are play¬ 
ing around the sky like the white 
lambs they resemble. 


How good it is to look out in the 
morning and see not the black fu¬ 
neral pall that hung low over the 
sea, day after day, but wisps and 
trails and little cattails with here 
and there great gobs of what surely 
must be marshmallow sundaes. 

This is the- month for listening; 
listening to the music of water 
Wherever it runs — from a tap,.. 
through turbines, against a boat, in 
baby streams that cross my path —, 
you hear that music. On the car 
deck of the ferry you hear it: dis¬ 
ciplined, so many tons to the beat. 
Coming out of the tap it has the 
sophisticated gush of a second rate 
light opera. On my roof it does a 
czardas ano a polka in the pool. 

My cat almost dances to this 
March music, which she and all my 
forest neighbors can hear better 
than I. Especially the owl, with the 
visual purple of its eyes and its 
hearing apparatus made to trap 
sound waves. I consider the owl — 
screech, pygmy, long-eared, short- 
eared, burrowing, horned — which 
in one night can kill more rodents 
than a. dozen cats, yet all species 
are protected in only twro provinces. 

I wonder how many owls sounds will 
be left in 20 years for my inferior 
listening. I wonder how many 
streams will still run to meet 
March; how much weaker the voice 
of the Thunderer of Waters (Nia¬ 
gara Falls) will become? And will 
Mosi-Oa-Tumya, Smoke that 
Thunders (Victoria Falls) of South 
Africa be damned indeed? 

In the desert, where hills hump 
like camels and sounds lose their 
shapes in infinity, the winter rains 
which sometimes wait till March are 
more than music. They are life. 
Under the big sky and fairytale 
clouds of this wide land, rain is a 
treasure to be celebrated by flower 
and toad and man. By the brilliant 
vermilion flycatcher side-slipping 
over the catclaw-acacia, where bees 
are humming. By the ladybird 
climbing a weed stalk and the two 
swallowtail butterflies zigzagging 
through the clear air. 


Keeping step wuh that rapid, 
restless music of months, seasons 
come dancing and pass away. Melo¬ 
dies pour out in endless cascades of 
joy that only the heart can hear. 
When March says yes, I am glad 
with the gladness of this rhythm of 
life. For no day comes back again.

He introduced her to 
painting, to sculpture, and to pottery, all of which 
i*te must try out for herself, digging the clay for 
her pots herself, and, having no wheel, shaping it 
by hand. 

She was keen on music as well, and though 
ahe had no particular desire to play any in¬ 
strument, she did compose, which is perhaps 
jruqtse. 

Another interest was ballet. This she studied 
for some time and might have gone much further 
with it, but for a bicycle accident which, though 
minor in itself, damaged leg muscles sufficiently 
seriously to eliminate the necessary* strenuous 
training.

Patrick Edward Sheppard is Saskatchewan 
bom. When he joined up he was put in charge of 
tanks in the 1st Armored Division, and, (having 
made his brief but vital pause in the Sussex 
village), went on to the invasion of Sicily'. His was 
the first tank to land. His unit fought through 
much of the Italian campaign, and lost many 
good men. He himself was wounded on three dif¬ 
ferent occasions, and was finally brought home

Jeanne and Patrick were married in Harring¬ 
ton Church, an aheient, historic building which, 
she said, dates back to before the advent of 
William the Conqueror. 

This was where she had been baptised, and 
the same vicar who bad performed that cere¬ 
mony. now' married her. 

The couple came out to Canada when the war 
was over. In his earlier years Patrick had been a 
bright light in professional ice hockey, but now he 
considered taking ^up medicine. He settled for 
pharmacy, spent four years at UBC, where they 
lived on the xrampus. and obtained his BwSc.P. By 
this time his family had left Saskatchewan for 
Victoria; so the young couple came too, Patrick 
now' i practicing pharmacist. 

He is well-known to Victorians as a painter, 
and has had several shows on the Island. His 
work is strong and clean and confident, land and 
seascapes, often with stormy skies, and these 
seem to me to have not only power but a sense of 
threat.

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Victoria Girl Will Go Home' 
To Paradise in Brazil

One day soon, when the *spirit moves her, an at¬ 
tractive young Victoria woman will go home to Angra 
dos Reis. 


literally meaning Anchorage of 
Kings, it’s a tiny Brazilian village, 
Just south of Rio de Janeiro, and to 
Veronica Armstrong it’s home. 

There was a time though, not 
long ago, when she wasn’t sure. 
About it being her home? If she 
could stay? And when she left, if she 
could go back? 

And so, just before Christmas, 
yielding to the pangs of home¬ 
sickness, she left her husband Peter 
and their five-year-old daughter An- 
ra-Elisa in Brazil and flew to Vic¬ 
toria for a break. And to see things 
from a different perspective. 

She came with explicit instruc¬ 
tions from Peter to stay away until 
she was “ready to come back and 
settle down” for their future in Bra- 
.zil. There was “no way” be was 
going to pay for a trip to Victoria 
each year. 

Now she’s ready. Now she knows 
she must go back. 

"The difference of life there com¬ 
pared with life in Canada is very 
difficult to adjust to,” Veronica 
confessed in & recent interview. 
"This is because you are going not 
as a tourist but you know you are 
going to live there sort of perma¬ 
nently.” 

She smiled distantly. “If some¬ 
thing bugs you now about the place 
dr the people, you know it will go on 
bugging you for a long time.” 

Veronica and Peter Armstrong 
had vastly different backgrounds, 
but both have had^strong connec¬ 
tions with Victoria and Vancouver 
Island. 

As Veronica Winstanley and the 
eldest of nine children, the lovely 
Mrs. Armstrong was educated at St. 
Patrick’s School, Oak Bay Senior 
High School and the University of 
Victoria. While at home, she has 
been staying with her family at 1052 
Amphion Street. 

Peter, in contrast, was an only 
child, the scm of a man who became 
the first Brazilian to fight in the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

It happened this way. Peter’s 
grandfather was an Englishman 
went to live in Brazil. Peter’s 
father was one of three brothers 
bom there and, just before war 
broke out, his grandfather brought 
the three young men to Canada, to 
fartn in Quebec for a year. 

Then it happened. War came and 
Peter's father, John Armstrong, 
rushed off to enlist. Peter, bom in 
Victoria, was taken back by his 
parents to Brazil when he was three 
and received his early education 
down there 1 . 

There was, however, an evei> ear¬ 
lier contact with Vancouver Island 
for the Armstrong family, as Peter’s 
great-grandfather on his mother’s 
side. Captain Victor" Jacobson, was 
one of the first sealers on the Island 
coast before the practice was out¬ 
lawed. 

Peter Armstrong was 19 when he 
returned to Victoria to attend the 
university, where he got a degree in 
political science and Spanish. He 
was later to work both in the Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver bureaus of The 
Canadian Press wire service.; 
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"Right from when we were first 
married, we knew that one day we 
would be going to live in Brazil,” 
Veronica says, remembering. 

During the early years of their 
marriage, Peter Armstrong, now 29 
and earnest, serious far beyond his 
years, and his young wife struggled 
and saved and sent as much of their 
income to Brazil. 

It was to buy a dream, or their 
share of it. 

And the dream was one which 
seems to have become almost uni¬ 
versal: to find a piece of paradise, a 
quiet place to which to escape, and 
quietly run holiday cabins, a small 
motel or a canming ground. 

For many, the paradise is an 
island or maybe a not-too-c rowded 
land far away like New Zealand. 
For most, the paradise will r stay a 
dream. 

But for the Armstrongs, although 
much still has to he buih, much has 
to be done, paradise is near at hand. 

• The money the young • couple 
could manage to send went to 
Peter’s father, who quit a highly- 
paid job and threw' everything into 
his dream project 


He and a partner got the land 
but, as is usual for small business¬ 
men in Brazil, found financing 
almost impossible to get. They 
struggled on and now there are four 
holiday cabins and a restaurant 
overlooking the beautiful bay at 
Angra dos Reis. 

The eventual plan is for 15 cabins 
and the Armstrongs hope these will 
be completed by the time the mod- 
enr highway, at present being built 
to send traffic speeding between Rio 
and Santos in only orie hour and 40 
minutes, is completed. 

At present, the 64 miles over the 
winding road along Brazil’s rugged 
coastline between Rio and Angra 
dos Reis takes anywhere up to four 
and-a-half-hours, depending on 
whether all of the roadway is there 
at the time or not. 

Peter, Veronica and Anna^Elisja 
Armstrong left Victoria a little mone 
than a year ago — sailing out of the 
harbor on the Brazilian freighter 
Itapuca, which was. making its 
maiden voyage. The Armstrongs, 
only passengers on the firgt voyage, 
were treated like royalty, getting 
the owners’ luxury quarters for the 
21-day trip down the Pacific Coast of 
the United States, through the Pana- 
. ma Canal and then down to Rio. 

The very first thing that hit 
Veronica was the traffic and the 
fact it was hot. 

‘Tve been to other places, like 
Spain, before but I’d never seen 
anything like the traffic in Rio,” she 
said.

And the first sight of Angra dos 
Reis w r as ‘breathtaking.” 

More than 500 years old, Angra 
dos Reis is believed to be the oldest 
port in Brazil and was used before 
Rio became the main city. It was an 
old smuggling cove in the days of 
slave trade and ruins of slave 
quarters can still be seen. 

“When we arrived, we had ex¬ 
pected everything to be finished and 
thought we would be working in the 
restaurant and running the cabins,” 
Veronica said. “As it was, there 
were only four cabins and we had to 
help finish the restaurant.” 

December, January and Febru¬ 
ary are the hottest months in Brazil 
and Veronica found them “hot, and 
humid” but she said everything 
tends to slow down in the sticky 
summer months and so “you don’t 
notice it too much.” 

At first, Veronica did her wash¬ 
ing in an outside tub with cold water 
piped directly from a spring. She 
didn’t mind it at aft. Somehow’, 
there, it all seemed quite natural. 

And she walked through the tro¬ 
pical garden resplendent with 
mango, papaya* tangerine, a vac ado 
and. lemon trees and thought it all 
“quite beautiful.” 

One day, when the business 
begins to pay off — and it certainly 
should once the highway goes 
through, cheai>er charter flights 
bring tourists from Europe and the 
United States and the whole area 
mushrooms — a house will be built 
on the land. 

But in the meantime, both 
R Armstrong families have had to 
share one one-bedroom cabin and, 
after their modem apartment in 
Vancouver’s West End, Peter and 
Veronica found this rather 
“craiiiped.” 

It soon became obvious the 
cabins weren’t, at the moment, 
enough to support everyone, so 
Peter looked elsewhere for employ- 
p ment. J 

He was offered a job developing 
an export department for Brahma, 
one of the largest breweries in Bra¬ 
zil. His job is to develop exports of 
beer and gueerana, a popular kind 
of soft drink the company makes 
with berries from the Amazon area, 
to Europe and North America. 

* At the moment he finds it inter¬ 
esting, but should he want to get 
back into journalism, Peter, who of 
course speaks fluent Portuguese, 
has been offered trials with both 
Reuter and United Press Interna¬ 
tional. 

And so, when Veronica rejoins 
her husband it will be in a modem 
apartment in Rio. a bustling city of 
more than 4.000,000 people, a far cry 
from the village of Angra dos Reis. 
That is. until the business begins to 
boom. Then, they will go back, to 
help. For Angra dos Reis is to be 
their real home. 

Dressed warmly as a protection 
against what we in Victoria delude 
ourselves into thinking is “balmy 
weather,” Veronica relaxed and 
said casually that when she came 
here sh§ didn’t really know whether 
she would be able to go back (tp 
Brazil) or not. 

“I didn’t know' how long it wx>uld 
take me to decide, either,” she ad¬ 
mitted. 

Then her eyes lit up. A laughter 
without noise. 

“After about four weeks, I sud¬ 
denly knew. I recognized what I 
liked about it. 

“When you’re living in a • 
you don’t always see it from its 
proper perspective. 

“When you go to a Country that’s 
as different as that, then yqu have 
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to return to your home to see what 
you like about the new place. You 
get to the point where you feel that 
maybe the only thing you are stay¬ 
ing for is the weather." 

One of the main things Veronica 
f<*und missing in Victoria was the 
great show of affection between peo¬ 
ple in Brazil and the closer family 
life. 

"In Brazil, everyone touches each 
other, all the time, and they kiss a 
lot," Veronica explained. "And they 
alj[ love little children so much, even 
the teenagers, who can’t seem to be 
bothered with them here." ^ 

"If a man show’s great affection 
for small children, anyone’s chil¬ 
dren, then here we tend to be suspi¬ 
cious of him," Veronica pointed out. 
"But not so in Brazil. It’s natural." 

"Another thing is that in Brazil 
people are very enthusiastic about 


the growth and futuure of their 
country," Vdronica said. “They 
have close families with the younger 
members looking after the old peo¬ 
ple. Many generations live in the 
same home. Only now are kids be¬ 
ginning to leave home to get mar¬ 
ried and to live separately.” 

There isn’t much evidence of a 
drug problem as there is in North 
America, Veronica said. 

"Life is hard for people who 
don’t make much money, but there 
are things that seem to make po¬ 
verty far less harsh than it is here 
in Canada," Veronica said. "Of 
course, that comes from someone 
who isn’t poor and poverty is never 
pleasant," she added. 

"But basically the Brazilian peo¬ 
ple are happier in the streets, very 
friendly and interested in where you 
came from. And there is a lack of 


tensions — racial and others — and 
they don’t worry unduly about their 
own futures. 

"The Brazilian people are not re¬ 
ally tied up with the idea of having 
thousands of dollars in insurance 
and a large home full of things. 

"They enjoy things like going to 
the beaches — which are fabulous — 
and Carnival." 

When she does leave again for 
Brazil, Veronica will travel with two 
friends by land and water to Lima, 
Peru, and take that fabulous train 
trip up over the Andes and down to 
Brazil. They hope to get there in 
time for Carnival. 

Anyone who has been in Brazil or 
wrho saw the wonderful movie Black 
Orpheus knows about Carnival. 

It’s when the whole of Brazil, 
particularly the big cities and espe¬ 
cially Rio, erupt and throb with 
music, dancing, color, laughter and 
lore. It’s a magic moment lasting 
four days in March with an infec¬ 
tious gaiety almost certainly unri¬ 
valled elsewhere in the w’orld. 

Veronica, a young-looking 26, 
leaned back in her chair and 
crossed her lovely legs. "When we 
went there a year ago, it was two 


weeks to Carnival. We had to stay Id 
Angra dos Reis work on the res¬ 
taurant and the cabins and so didn’t 
get in to Rio to see the parade and 
festivities," she said. 

"We went to celebrate Carnival 
at a workers’ club at nearby 
Vercdne shipyards;’’ Veronica said 
with a distant smile. 

"I thought I would feel very! much 
out of it," she confessed. "A foreign¬ 
er jdst learning Portuguese. 

"But you don’t feel out of it. It's 
terrific. The atmosphere is fantas¬ 
tic, so contagious. Regardless of 
how well or not you know how to 
do die samba, you just get out there 
and do something. No one cares. 

*tt w’as all so frantic. Many of 
the dancers took towels and hung 
them over their chairs. They were 
to mop their faces with as they 
came off," Veronica said with a 
laugh. 

"We had been told that this was 
the way to see Brazil, the way to see 
the people," Veronica said with deep 
feeling. “We were told that this 
woukl be much more fun than some 
of the more sophisticated celebra¬ 
tions, 

' "And it was. It really was .. 


CHARTER: For Fun 
Or Thinking of Buying 

For the person who is contemplating buying a boat, 
particularly a medium-sized to large sailboat; or for 
the person who is 1 merely looking for an enjoyable way 
to spend a family vacation, chartering is both valuable 
and a lot of fun .

Basically, there are two types of 
charters. A crewed charter is just 
what the name implies. It is a cruise 
on board a rented boat with a pro¬ 
fessional captain and crew cm board 
to run it Your party W'ill help w’ith 
some, oa* all of the work. The other 
type is the bareboat charter, where 
you rent the boat, but from thereuon 
you are on your own. You sail it 
maintain it, supply it,* captain it, 
and are answ r erable for whatever 
happens while you have it under 
charter. J 

There are advantages to each 
method, and it is a matter of per¬ 
sonal preference and your ability 
which one you choose. If you are an 
experienced sailor and have exten¬ 
sive cruising time on that type and 
size of craft, perhaps you would be 
happier going the bareboat route. If, 
on the other hand, your experience 
s limited, or nonexistent, you cer- 
• "inly wouldn’rwant to go it alone; 
md in any case, no reputable 


charter outfit will let you hare a 
boat you don’t know how to handle. 

Chartering with a captain and 
crew, then, is the only logical way 
for the new boatman to enjoy a 
charter cruise.

Percy lives in a small, neat and warm cot¬ 
tage at the entrance to the park. I'm very com¬ 
fortable here,” said the 77-year-old veteran. "An 
oil stove, a good bed and my old brown leather 
armchair. My army pension and my old-age pen¬ 
sion keeps me out of danger in the battles of the 
cost-of-living war.” 

Freeman King was visiting Percy when I ar¬ 
rived. "Yes," he said. "I put Percy Dumbleton in 
charge of the Thomas Francis Park. I don't have 
to worry if, at times, I can’t get up here to check

things. I know everything is okay while Percy is 
on the job. He has a home here as long as he 
wants it." 

Percy Dumbleton was bom in Victoria's 
Royal Jubilee Hospital on Jan. 31, 1895 His 
mother made the rough journey over the Thetis 
Lake trail to the hospital by horse and buggy as 
there were no mid-wives then in the Highlands. 
Percy was one of nine children, six boys and 
Three girls. He is the only one of the boys now liv¬ 
ing. His three sisters live in Victoria, Mrs. Baugh 
Allen, on Wascana Street, off Burnside, Mrs. G. 
Jenkins in Esquimalt and Mrs. H. G. Stone in the 
Alpine Lodge Rest Home on Oak Bay Avenue 

Percy’s father. Charles Douglas Dumbleton, 
came out to Canada in 1888, in a roundabout 
way. He was born in Bagshot, Surrey, England. 

"What did your father do in England, 
Percy?*’; I asked curiously. 

"Well, I don’t think he did much of any- \ 
thing,’’ laughed Percy. Y’see, my grandfather, 
Henry Maurice Dumbleton, at that time was very 
well off. He used to make big-game safaris to 
South Africa He was a good friend of thcee two 
famous English explorers ip Africa, Stanley and 
Livingstone. Perhaps that’s why my father went 
out to Cape Town and took up ostrich farming at 
Kynasa, a little outpost by the foot of Table 
Mountain at the Cape of Good Hope. He switched 
later to pigs'. The story goes in my family, that 
*ben a rather austere English aunt learned oboul

“Anyway," contined Percy, “the pigs were a 
success for a while. 

“Father had run across a man by the name 
of Brunton who had a secret way of curing pork. 
The product was a gourmet's delight and sold like 
hot-cakes all over the African countieside. Unfor¬ 
tunately, Brunton had a weakness — he liked 
liquor too much. A heavy pipe smoker, he got 
dead drunk one night and set the curing house on 
fire. Everything burnt to the ground — the 
houses, hors4 barns and the harness room where 
Brunton did the curing. He'd never let anyone 
enter this curing room. He was adamant that he 
would never disclose his secret. He would keep it 
to his death. Well, he did." 

Percy remembers stories of his father’s earli¬ 
er life in South Africa. Charles Douglas Dumble- 
ton married Miss Florence Annie Rex, a South 
African girl from the Cape where he wa» engaged 
in the ostrich farming. It was a lonely, sparsely 
settled region at the time, and a long way from 
any doctor. Many children*, including some of 
Percy’s brothers, died in infancy. 

Percy recalls one trip his father made to the 
distant town with a fast team and buggy, carry¬ 
ing a small coffin containing the remains of his 
infant son. “There was no road," said Percy, 
“just a rough trail. It was the rainy season. My 
father had to ford a river. The river, deep and 
fast, was running like a mountain torrent. Father 
had to stand on the seat of the buggy and hold the 
tiny coffin up in the air while the horses swam 
the river. The buggy was literally floating. Of 
course, y'know, horses are strong swimmers. But 
they were gaunted when, at last, they struggled 
up the bank and into the town where the 
cemetery was." 

After the ostrich and the pig farm folded. 
Percy’s father planned to go sheep farming in 
Australia, aided by funds from hi6 father. This 
was cancelled out when a killing disease swept 
over the Australian sheep lands and decimated 
the wooly flocks. 

The South African Dumbleton’s then came di¬ 
rectly to Victoria. Percy’s rich, sporting grand- 
* father gave them his 550-acre hunting preserve 
with a substantial old home on it at Pike Lake. 
Charles Douglas became a farmer, feeding cattle, 
milking cows, making hay on the small green 
patches of meadowland. “Many's the gallon of 
cream we hauled into the old Ormond Creamery 
in Victoria,’’ said Percy. “You know,” he con¬ 
tinued, “farming in those days was considered a 
gentleman’s life. 

It was in 1888 when Percy’s father and fami¬ 
ly arrived in Victoria. Percy w*as not yet bom. 
“The city was just laying the streetcar rails at 
that time,” recalled Percy. “There was no 
Empress Hotel. There was a causeway across the 
mud flats, and people used to pull under it, tie up 
their boats, do their shopping and then row 
home." 

When Percy was six, he went to the old 
Strawberry* Vale School from his Pike Lake 
home. Later, he went to South Park. 

In 1913, at the age of 18, Percy remembers a 
visit p%id to his father at Pike Lake, by three tall, 
handsome gentleman. “All were over six feet tall, 
one was six feet, eight inches. Officers of the 
Kaiser’s Prussian Guards, they were, but they 
kept their identities secret. They made an offer to 
my father, fabulous in those days, of $25,000 for 
his Pike Lake property, with $2,500 down. Later 
events revealed they represented a German_syn- 
dicate who were interested in purchasing ele¬ 
vated land. They wanted high ground suitable 
for gun emplacements." 

.“It’s a fact," exclaimed Percy K “They could 
have placed a good sized howitzer on that High¬ 
lands mountain — Flagstaff Mountain, overlook¬ 
ing Maltby Lake, as it was known in my day — 
and taken command of the whole of Victoria, able 
to drop shells, willy-nilly." 

“However," Percy went on. “When the First 
World War broke out, the whole deal broke down, 
tiie Germans slipped off to Seattle, the land was 
returned to my father, who then found it very dif¬ 
ficult to pay all the back dues and delinquent 
taxes. H^ had bought a 7Vi-acre piece of land 
with a big house on it, in the Carey Road area. 
He paid $6,000 for it and was short of funds. 

This was the time when Charles Douglas 
Dumbleton made a deal with Mr. Todd, the can- 
aery man. 

Mr. Todd, explained Percy, came to my

father w-ith a proposition to buy the Pike Lake 
property. The deal included a provision that* 
Percy’s father could hire there for the re3t of his 
life, tax free. He could have the fruit, a horse and 
a cow and some chickens, and the use of the 
house. That was for his lifetime and the lifetime 
of his wife, only. After that, the place would 
belong to the Todds. “So, my father and I con¬ 
tinued to live there. My mother and the rest of 
the family moved to the Carey Road property," 
said -Percy. 

“At that time," Percy went on, “the Dumble¬ 
ton Road, sometimes known as the Pike Lake 
Road, ran from Munn’s Road, past our home at 
Pike Lake and on through the Highlands road to 
meet the Thetis Lake road which now runs into 
the Trans-Canada Island Highway. The Dumble¬ 
ton Road was my father’s private road in the 
early days. The municipality only looked after 
the road from the Highlands Road up to my dad's 
old place, where the Todd house now stands. * 

‘They gave him permission to block off the 
short stretch from Munn’s Road to his Pike Lake 
borne. This permission was legally granted only 




to Charles Douglas Dumbleton while he was fir¬ 
ing at Pike Lake. It does not hold good now •for \ 
Todd's or for anyone else. It held good only foe 
Mr. DumWeton* But the road is still Mocked off/* 
Percy emphasises. 

Incidentally, checking into this interesting sit¬ 
uation, I found that there is a movement grow ing 
among the increasing numbers ef house builders 
and home owners in the Highlands area to protest 
and posh for the opening and improving of this 
short stretch of abandoned, or closed} road from 
Munn's to Pike Lake, so that a through route to 
the Thetis Lake Overpass on the Trans-Canada 
Highway may be accompli^ied 

When the First World W T ar broke out, Percy, 
Dumbleton went overseas with Victoria’s old 88th 
Regiment. He was in the front line from the south 
of France to the north. “Never got it," chuckled 
Percy. “Just once, a little fragment of a shell 
scraped my chto and drew blood.'’ 

On his return to Canada in May, 1919, Percy 
went into the wood business. He bought a drag 
saw, cut and sold cordwood for $8.50 a cord. He / 
made his deliveries with a solid-rubber tired 
truck which cpst hin* $2,?00. Twenty-five years 
later, when he! sold iL the old truck was in good 
running order. 

“We had to have a driver’s license then/* 
smiled Percy, ."“but none of this preSent-day fuss 
with questions and tests and things like that. It 
was rough riding though. Slam-bam-bang over 
the rough and! rocky trails. Real bouncy*. I re¬ 
member putting a cushion on the truck seat to 
help, and a lady said, “Ridiculous. What’s a 
woodsman want with a cushion?" 

“I replied,, 1 ‘If you bad to ride,£hat thing all 
day. ma’am, you’d put a cushiomAinder you, 
too/ “ 

Percy’s mether died in 1928: his father, died 
Mar. 5, 1940. * t 

After his ffcther died Percy was told Tie must 
move from thd old family property. Shortly after, 
the old house iyas burned -dow n. “I then moved to 
a damp little diack by a muddy slough in a treed 
valley just off Munn’s Road. I caught rheumatism 
and arthritis tbere. I stayed in the wood business 
as long as I cotild, but oil stoves gradually put me 
out of business," Percy recalls. 

“I was luqky to get a ‘burned-out’ \ykr pen¬ 
sion, and when I finally got the old-age pension. I 
was better off than I’d been for many years. I 
didn’t fare too'badly. Figured I was very lucky,’*' 
he finished en^iusiastically. $ 

It was in J1960 when Percy Dumbleton made 
his move to jhis present comfortable spot at 
Thomas Frandis Park. He carried with him his 
few belongings and some old heirloom mementos 
of his early, agreeable years. Two, in particular 
he is very proud of. 

One is a h^avy oak musical box — it has cop¬ 
per circular platters which he has covered with 
gold paint. Each platter is perforated w ith irregu¬ 
lar holes which, when* the machine is wound up, 
plays musical j tunes sounding much like the old 
hurdy-gurdy fnachines the Italians, with a 
dressed-up mohkey holding out a tin cup, used to 
play in Engiarjd. * 

Tbe second heirloom is a very early Edison 
gramophone which plays cylindrical records, and 
for which he has already turned down some ex¬ 
tremely high offers. “But I will not sell them," 
said Percy firihly. “I want no one coming around 
here to try an4 buy them." 

Percy keeps both machines in excellent 
order. With pride, he placed them on his kitchen 
table, slipped a record cylinder over the bar of 
the Edison gramophone, wound the spring and 
started the machine. 

Clearly, as they did more than 60 years ago, 
the rollicking voices rolled out strong and gay. 

The pld tunes, the war-time tunes, “There’s a 
Long, Long Trail A-Winding . .." and that mighty 
favorite: * 

“What’s the use of worrying. 

It never was worth while. 

So—oo, pack up your troubles in your old 
kit bag, * . j 

And Smile, — SMILE — Smile!" 

Percy’s eyes shone. 

These sentiments, the music, those long-ago 
words illuminated beautifully the hpppv. lifetime 
philosophy of this Highlands gentleman.

A good casserole really depends on the 
cook’s imagination. Seasoning of course Is im¬ 
portant.

(make with Chicken in a Mug or chicken soup 
cubes), 2 Tb6p. flour. % cup water, % cup dry 
white wine. tsp. salt, dash garlic, M tsp. mar¬ 
joram, 3 Tbsp. grated Parmesan cheese (divided) 
2 cans <4*4 or 5 ozs.) shrimp OR crab, 1 Tbsp. 
chopped parsley and % cup buttered crumbs. 
Cook the rice as directions on the package until 
almost tender, drain. Heat the butler in a heavy 
skillet and saute the onion and mushrooms to a 
golden color. Sprinkle with lemon juice, stir in 
broth, wine and seasonings. Mix flour and water 
and stir into hot mixture. Stir and cook until 
thickened. 

Now add 2 Tbsp. of the grated cheese parsley 
and the shrimp OR crab. Fold in rice. Spoon into 
a buttered casserole, cover and bake in preheated 
356 degree F. oven for about 30 minutes. Uncover 
and sprinkle with the buttered bread crumbs 
mixed with the remaining cheese. Return to oven 
until top is golden. Serves six.

Victorian Remembers 
Bombay Disaster 


By T. W. PATERSON 

In Bombay Harbor, dozens of 
ships underwent refitting, and 
loading and discharging of vital 
materials. On'e of the men in 
charge of the former operation 
was 26-year-old George Todd, pre¬ 
sently of 991 Admirals Road. 

& On that hot April day of more than a quarter- 
century ago, he was foreman shipwright for the 
P & O Company’s Mazagaon Dock Ltd., in charge 
of the Prince’s and Victoria docks. 

“There must have been 40-50 Liberty’s out in 
the bay. carrying gas and explosives and troops, 
and that sort of thing, for the invasion of Sin¬ 
gapore,” Mr. Todd recently recalled of that his¬ 
toric day. 

• Among his personal responsibilities, as se¬ 
nior civilian official for the shipyard, were ti»e 
ships Fort Stikine, Jalapadma, Baroda and E2 
Hind, all proceeding normally that morning until 
he returned fronf lunch at 1:30. Going to his office 
near the Yellow Gate, he was informed that fire 
had broken out aboard the Fort Stikine, berthed 
at a slip which separated the two docks. 

“It was such a stupid thing, you know, when I 
look back on it . . .” Seated in his living room, he 
shook his head at the 30-year-old memory of the 
appalling disaster which, in a few terrifying sec¬ 
onds, levelled Borhfoay Harbor and claimed 
hundreds of lives. 

Quite often fires break out aboard ships. So 
I went and inquired about the fire aboard the 
Fort Stikine and was told it had been caused by 
internal combustion. She had a bad loading plan 
— barrels of oil. wood and cotton in the same 
hold sticks out in my memory — and the fire was 
on the port side of the after end of Number 2 
hatch, ’tween decks. The plates got red hot just 
below the main deck — you could stand on the 
wharf and feel the heat. 

“But we were not alarmed at this time.” 

However, in the course of his duties, such as 
overseeing the final refitting of the pilgrim ship 
El Hind into a troopship, Mr. Todd “kept popping 
back to see what was happening.” For the next 
few hours, he heard rumors that the Fort Stikine 
was also carrying explosives; a cargo of which, if 
correct, he should have been informed earlier. 

< Finally, at 3 o’clock, after the fire in the 
ship’s holds had become serious, he was officially 
notified of the lethal nature of the Stikine's main 
cargo, although the reason for her being In Bom¬ 
bay was to discharge gold bullion — £2 million. 

But few Jh Bombay Harbor could have beer, 
aware of the extent of her manifest. For, packed 
into her holds were 1,400 tong of shells, torpedoes, 
mines, signal rockets, magnesium flares and in¬ 
cendiary bombs ! 

By 3 o’clock that afternoon, the fire aboard 
the Stikine was growing in intensity, Mr. Todd 
recalling that “you could see the shell, or hull, at 
the after end of Number 2 hold, starting to get 
completely red hot The fire brigade and their 
gear had done absolutely no good and it had 
become necessary for someone to make a deci¬ 
sion. I’d have scuttled the ship.” 

Frustrated in their efforts to cut through die 
hull to reach the fire, the firefighters had called 
for reinforcements from Mr. Todd’s men, a squad 
of shipwrights arriving with acetylene burning 
equipment in a truck; as the clock ticked inexora-

bly toward the fateful moment of the first ex¬ 
plosion. 

“The last time I talked to Capt. Martensz, the 
acting deputy manager of the docks, was about 20 
minutes to 4 — 20 minutes before the first* explo¬ 
sion occurred. I had begun to evacuate all my 
men at 3:30 after talking to him and deciding the 
ship was likely to explode.” 

Continuing along the dock to where the Ss. El 
Hind was berthed, three slips away from the Fort 
Stikine. Mr. Todd was speaking to the ship's chief 
engineer when all hell broke loose. 

'T just had time to say, ‘It doesn’t look to me 
like she’s going to blow up.’ when we saw 20-30 
Indian firemen dive over the side and — Whoosh! 
— they were shot up suddenly, 300 feet in the air! 
the flame was spectacular — nine feet in di¬ 
ameter, and bluish-yellow. 

“We were like spectators — it was long 
enough for us to observe this flame quite clearly* 
when all of the harbor mud came up from the 
bottom and all of the firemen were killed. For-a 
few minutes after the explosion, there wasn’t a 
sound — then explosion and fire everywhere. Arid 
from then on life was pure misery.” 1 

At the moment of the first, smaller, explo¬ 
sion. Mr. Todd was standing on the El Hind's 
shelter deck, the immediate concussion blowing 
him through a cabin door#- and singeing most of 
the skin from his chest and shoulder. Although 
stunned, he was aware that the ship was “bob¬ 
bing up and down something fierce.” Trapped in 
the artificial storm unleashed by the defoliating 
Fort Stikine, the vessel bucked angrily, snipping 
her mooring lines. Then, caught in a giant vortex, 
she began to slide toward the blazing Stikine! 

“We sort of all got together by the fiddley 
(entrance to the boiler room) and had a sort of 
oonflab,” said Mr. Todd. The shaken and battered 
soldiers, seamen and civilians were still debating 
their course of action when, some five minutes 
after the blast, the El Hind suddenly burst into 
flame, at which they decided to lower the life¬ 
boats — many of which were aflame. 

“The second explosion came as such a sur¬ 
prise . . the dock bottom came up again and I 
landed on the main deck, about 30 feet below. 
i *: 


There was, debris falling. water, mud and all 
sorts of things peppered you from all over the 
place, and it was pitch black. (Later, doctors 
would remove 70 splinters of wood and steel from 
his body). 

“There was all this watei; around me arid I 
was so shocked that it .was not until I made a 
move that I realized that I was breathing. I was 
quite a good swimmer and decided to swim for it. 
That was one of the few times I really prayed to 
God and thanked God I was alive.” 

Almost buried alive by the debris, Mr. Todd 
had concluded that the El Hind had capsized, and 
that he was underwater He was about to begin 
“swimming” when he notied a “pinhole of light 
— the sun — and realized that I was right side 
up. 

“If I remember correctly, another couple of 
guys had tried putting a lifeboat fire out when the 
second explosion put the boat on top of them, 
splitting one man’s side open. W'e all got on the 
boat deck, where quite a bunch of us released 
him and got him to the fiddley — I think — l^for- 
got exactly.” 

Once again clustered about the fiddley, tlie 
ragged survivors, said Mr. Todd, were convinced 
that the end had come. As most were wounded, 
the fires aboard the El Hind increasing in inten¬ 
sity, “we couldn’t see much chance of getting out. 
Some chaps were in a really bad state; one had a 
broken t spine, the chap from the boat had stom¬ 
ach damage.” 

Just then, someone made a cheering discov¬ 
ery in one of the ship’s cabins: cigarettes and 
some water. Thus refreshed by a smoke and 
drink, the survivors again debated their course of 
action, although the situation, according to Mr. 
Todd, “looked pretty desperate — in fact, it 
seemed impossible. It was the cotton season and 
the docks were a blazing inferno of cotton bales. 

“The Jalapadma had been blown out of the 
water. She was full of explosives, which were 
popping off. 

“We were huddling under the deck, wondering 
what to do, when a landing craft bumped along¬ 
side.” 

Tlie drifting craft came as the answer to their

prayers, and they were quick to throw a rope lad¬ 
der over the ship’s side, when the two ckwen or so 
survivors, including the seriously injured, suc¬ 
ceeded in boarding the vessel and, starting its en¬ 
gine, navigated their way through the debris- 
choeked harbor to safety. Then i 
Mr. Todd and his companions fled through tne 
Red Gate and towards the city. 

The sight which greeted him as he stumbled 
through the gate remains indelibly impressed 
upon his memory- With a * blazing inferno all 
about him, he had staggered through the gate, to 
be met by thousands of troops lined up in forma¬ 
tion. awaiting orders to fight the fire. 

As it turned out, they had quite a wait, as it 
wa* quite a while before anyone could get m 7 - 
me things continued to burn for three months! 

As for Mr. Todd, he was hospitalized for two 
weeks, when he returned to work. His initial duty 
t,: oved to be a gruesome one: identification of the 
dead. Making his way from the charred, ruptured 
remains of one ship after another, he attempted 
to identify human remains, most of which had 
c-een reduced to little more than lumps of ash and 
identifiable only by their dogtags. Then, this hid¬ 
eous task completed, he was able to turn his at¬ 
tention to repairing the harbor by pumping out 
the docks, and overhauling those ships worth sal¬ 
vaging. 

■A* complete DEMS gun mount from the 
Stikine’s stem was blown one and a-half miles 
away, there were anchors and things blown all 
over the place. Only a small amount of the Fort 
St kine was left, the Jalapadma, the famous Scin- 
dia Company’s biggest ship, which had been 
berthed 50 feet astern of the Stikine. was blown 
on top of the dock. She was 500 feet long, about 
32,000 tons and fully loaded. The army cut off her 
V-w section and let it drop, then cut up The rest 
ami hauled it away yin trucks. 

The Baroda, which had been in the next- 
berth to the Jalapadma. was towed out aiid sunk. 
As for the El Hind, we fixed her up as a mer¬ 
chant ship eventually. About a dozen other ships 
in the harbor were destroyed and had to be towed 
out and sunk/' 

According to the records, the Allies lost 35,000 
tons of precious shipping in Bombay' Harbor. 

Describing the cotton bales from the Persian 
Gulf as being three times the size of a bale of 
peat moss. Mr. Todd recalled that they had been 
stacked two bales high and covered the docks for 
acres. These had continued to burn for weeks. 
Fortunately, however, most of the warehouses 
were built of stone. Loaded with food stores, they 
survived abwost intact, although it was a full 
seven months before the harbor resumed full 
operation. 

"When we drained the harbor, we found quite 
a few things in the mud: dead oxen < sixty per 
icent of materials was moved by oxen cart* and 
almost all of the gold bullion which had been 
a beard the Fort Stikine.’’ 

Much of the residential area adjacent to the 
harbor, comprised of stucco homes, had been de* 
stroyed also, Mr. Todd marvelling at the memory 
©f "sulphur all over the place, which started 
burning. About June 14. the monsoon started, but 
the sulphur seemed to thrive on water — it took 
almost three months to completely put the fire 
out. 

We didn’t have a heck of a lot to work w ith ; 
it was unbelievable what was devastated.” 

He remembers having seen at least two of his 
friends during the holocaust. The first was Nor¬ 
man Coombs, chief of the Bombay fire depart¬ 
ment. The other was Jimmy James, chief officer 
of the British Indies Steam and Navigation Com¬ 
pany’s Ss. Baroda. The last Mr. Todd had seen of 
Dim during the emergency. James had been 
"dashing about the deck, trying to get to the 
forc’s’le deck to the moorings. He was badly in¬ 
jured.’* 

For years after the devastating explosion of 
The Fort Stikine, Mr. Todd could feel piieces of 
wood working their way out of his knee, and bits 
of stone under the skin. 

But it had been a memorable event of a 
career as shipwright which began, more than 40 
years ago, with the Sir William Gray Shipyard 
m West Hartlepool. Apprenticeship completed, 
Mr. Todd had gone to sea as a ship’s carpenter 
until hearing of a job in Calcutta, working in the 
P 6 O’s Garden Reach worshops. After passing 
his examinations in Manchester, he was off to 
Calcutta for 18 months, when war erupted and, at 
20, he joined the Royal Naval Reserve. Made a

signed to HMS Cheshire, an armed merchant 
cruiser which acted as convoy escort between 
Freetown and the English Channel. 

For a further six months, HMS Cheshire 
served on the northern patrol, out of Greenock, 
when, in September of 1941, WO Todd; was reas¬ 
signed. A month later, the Cheshire was tor¬ 
pedoed. Then it was off to Indian again, in 
January of 1942, as passenger aboard a ship 
which was bombed and sunk at the dock at 
Trincomalee, just as Mr. Todd and the ship’s 
company were proceeding ashore by tender. He 
reached Colombo by train, arriving in the middle 
of a raid by Japanese bombers, when jl’there 
wasn’t a soul in Sight, so we roamed around the 
stores.” 

Eventually he reached his destination. Bom¬ 
bay, where he assumed his new duties as third 
foreman shipwright. At the time of his arrival, 
"the big thing was fitting out ships for Tobruk.” 
Thus he had continued until April 14, 1944. when 
Bombay Harbor all but vanished under the de- 
vasting explosions of the Ss. Fort Stikine’s lethal 
cargo. 

In fact, Mr. Todd and his growing family 
lemained in Bombay until 3953, experiencing 


first-hand the Indian independence difficulties 
and the Royal Indian Navy mutiny, before return¬ 
ing to England. Two year after, he and his wifs 
and two daughters emigrated to Victoria, where 
he became a charge-hand at Yarrows, mt posi¬ 
tion be hiTds today. 

In an ironic footnote to history, a year ago a 
Qualicum resident wrote the late Vancouver Sun 
columnist Charles Defieupc of his brief encounter 
with the ill-fated Ss. Fort Stikine: "I worked ita* 
the Prince Rupert dockyard from early 1941 to 
early 1945.’’ wrote J. B. Smith. "_The interest¬ 

ing part id that I was standing on the dock in 
company with an old sailor watching the Fort 
Stikine set out on her trial run. He sail that she 
would be tBilucky as she turned around against 
the sun. 

. "On her first run from Prince Rupert to Van¬ 
couver she was rammed by an American vessel 
and had to return for repairs. I was still at Prince 
Rupert when I heard of the Bombay explosion. 

I don’t wonder sailors have the reputation of 
being -ur-enstitious.”

Echo Bay sits on the north¬ 
western edge of Gilfourd Island 
overlooking Cramer Passage to the 
west and Fife Sound and the Kin- 
come Inlet region to the north.

However 
there still is some logging close to the Echo Bay 
area, so it gives at least the impression of being 
lairty busy throughout the year. The little hotel 
has a small and busy beer parlor where our 


Early in July, 1972, a group of boats gathered on a Saturday evening 
at the dock at Kelsey Bay, the jumping-off spot for a proposed trip north¬ 
wards up Johnstone Strait and beyond the islands to the north of it. 

The members of the small flotilla included Harold Bennett of Cour¬ 
tenay in his 18-foot Silverline Antigua. With him were Gayle Dyer, 
stationed at CFB Comox, and Bernie Peterson of Bow Island, Alberta. 
This group in their inboard-out boat was joined by another inboard-out 
piloted by Keith Seale and his son Craig in Keith's veteran 17-foot Sangs- 
ter that has probably seeu more rough water over the last six years than 
any other boat of similar size on the coast. 

Joining these two boats were two outboard craft. Zeke Macdonald 
and his father, Rip, in their 16-foot Boston Whaler and Oscar Pettersen 
and the author in a 16-foot Starcr&ft Jupiter, the only aluminum boat 
on the trip. These four were all from Courtenay. — — 

Joining the group at the last minute were Norm Merklee and his son, 
Peter, from Salt Spring Island, along with Courtenayite Lien Francis ill 
Norm’s 17-foot inboard-oilt Hourston Glascraft. This latter party was 
headed up Knight Inlet for a fishing trip, but joined the bigger grom* 
for the trip both up and back down tricky Johnstone Strait.

group had several "shootouts” on the shuffle- 
board table. 

Across the tiny bay from the hotel are a few 
homes and what appears to once have been a 
marine ways for hauling out boats. The bay is 
protected from all but a northwest wind which 
must blow* in a grand style on cold winter days. 

A mile up the coast in another small cove sits 
the tiny floating store-post office-fuel dock known 
as ^Simoom Sound. It is run by one couple who 
live there the year round in splended isolation. It 
is the one and only gas stop anywhere in the 
vicinity. 

Oddly enough if you want to, and we did one 
day, you can go about six miles from Simoom 
Sound up to Simoom Sound! 

This strange situation exists because at one 
time in the large inlet known as Simoom Sound 
on our charts there once was quite a logging com¬ 
munity. It grew 1 big enough to warrant a store 
and eventually even a post office. Then ttie log¬ 
ging quit. So what they did was tow the store and 
post office across to (filfourd Island and keep the 
name of Simoon Sound. 

So now you have two Simoom Sounds. 

Where Fife Sound and Tribune Channel come 
together there are a pretty and weatherbeaten 
bunch of islands called the Burdwood Group. Op¬ 
posite the Burdwoods to the east is a most beauti¬ 
ful niche of scenery called Viner Sound. This 
Oscar and I wanted to explore. 

Our lunch dishes cleaned up and with full 
bellies we now entered on a discussion of what to 
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do with the balance of the afternoon. As it was 
only about 2 p.m. we still had at least seven 
hours of daylight left. The other boats wanted to 
take off right away and go up into KSncome Inlet 
and visit the Indian village there. Oscar and I 
decided to leave this for another day as we were 
anxious to explore the immediate vicinity for 
crabs and perhaps see if we could hook into a 
ohinook salmon at dusk. So the three other boats 
left for HSncome while Oscar and I set out for 
Viner Sound. 

As the other boats disappeared up Raleigh 
Passage we swung airound. into Viner Sound. 
First of aM we had to try and get some bait for 
our crab traps and dogfish or rockfish were what 
we needed. Eventually by trying several different 
pots we ended up with two good sized,dogfish. 

We set out the pots in a small cove that 
looked likely and then headed up the sound. The 
mists hung low over the scene but soon the 
clouds lifted and started to part revealing a maj¬ 
estic landscape of mountain and forest up the 
head of the sound. It was breathtaking but the 
lighting was not good for photos. 

We explored a mile or so up the inlet until we 
almost ran aground on the mudflat at its head. 
There used to be an Indian village here many 
years ago, but all traces erf it are now gone I 
understand. Viner Creek that runs into the sound 
was. and probably is still, a favorite and produc¬ 
tive spot for the Indians to catch coho salmon in 
the fall. "Viner Sound has to be one of the enchant¬ 
ing places on the coast However it produced no 
crabs in our pots other than a few babies which 
we released to grow old and fat 

Leaving Viner Sound we now headed in the 
opposite direction down Fife Sound toward* 


Queen Charlotte Strait. The weather conditions 
were absolutely perfect with not a breath of wind 
to disturb the surface of the Water. 

With Broughton Island on our north we 
cruised down a few’ miles to where a small 
stream ran out into the sound. Here we tied the 
boat to the rocky shore and hiked around the 
comer to see the narrow and rock-strewn en¬ 
trance to Twin Lagoon. The tide was only hall 
full and ebbing so there was no possibility in the 
word of getting the boat up the passage into 
the big lagoon beyond which we could barely see 
through the trees. We returned to the boat and 
headed further along. 

A couple of miles on we passed the beacon on 
Duff Island to the south and were out onto Queen 
Charlotte Strait itself. It was like glass. There 
wasn’t even a slight sw'ell on it that afternoon. It 
usually presents a far different and rougher 
aspect. We slowed down and turned into Cullen 
Harbor on Brobghton Island which is a safe and 
sheltered anchorage. 

Poking our way slowly through a narrow 
channel w’ith lots of kelp scattered around, show¬ 
ing us how shallow’ it w'as w e found the short en¬ 
trance with current running out that designates 
the entrance to Booker Lagoon. Having snuck 
through without incident we were confronted with 
a good sized expanse erf water completely en¬ 
closed other than the tiny entrance we had come 
in by. Here four times a day the tide rushes in 
and out. Near the entrance the water was alive 
with bait dimpling the surface, these were proba¬ 
bly small herring. It was a beautiful and tranquil 
spot and I doubt whether it is visited often. 

Oscar and I spent 10 minutes cruising slowly 
around the perimeter of the lagoon and then

headed back out the narrow slot again. The tide 
had almost stopped completely now so we decided 
to try and fish for ehinooks in Cullen Harbor 
through the change of tide. Our trolling produced 
nothing but’ twice we heard ehinooks tearing 
through the bait further down the bay. Fished at 
the right time of year this should be a great spot. 

It was now early 1 o’clock, so we decided to 
head back and pick up our crab pots, which we 
had reset in another lagoon, on the way back to 
Echo Bay. We took a slight variation on the re¬ 
turn trip by going up Indian Passage. This pretty 
passage goes between the Beniamin Group of 
islands to the north and Fly and Insect Islands to 
the south. Throughout the whofe afternoon we 
never once saw or heard another boat, this is re¬ 
ally the place for quiet exploration away from the 
crowd. 

We stopped to pick up the crab pots and were 
surprised to find that we had a dozen “keepers” 
plus an assorment of smaller fry which we let go. 
Tonight we would have great big T-bone steaks, 
but tomorrow night it would be a seafood feast. 
As we came out into Raleigh Passage far away to 
the southeast we spotted a couple of boats on the 
water. We expected it was the Kincome expedi¬ 
tion returning back to camp. s We wondered how 
and what they had seen. 

Back at the float we tied the Starcraft up and 
headed* up towards the rooms. The other bunch 
were enjoying a cocktail hour respite so we sat 
and listened to their rather startling story. 

When they had left us their trip was unevent¬ 
ful and smooth right up the head of Kincome 
Inlet. Here they followed Keith in his boat up to 
the Halliday Ranch wharf as he was the only one 
among the whole group wh$ had been there 
previously. It is still a mile op two further up to 
the village so Keith volunteered to lead the way. 
The water is whi^e with glacial silt and the cur¬ 
rent is very stxonjg so getting up the river took a 
lot of luck and some sharp boating skill to finally 
reach the village which is strung out along one 
"shore of the big river. 

Here they no sooner started to head for the 
beach when a small crowd from the village 
gathered on the shore and in no uncertain terms 
told them to turn around and scram, but quick. 
There was no recourse but to turn around and 
head back down which they did. As they were 
about to leave a charter aircraft landed and 
dropped off two girls who had been away at 
boarding school. 

The pilot was told to go to the other side of 
the river and wait until some other passengers 
who wished to fly out were ready to leave. The 
situation was unpleasant apd unusual. I have 
visited many Indian villages and found that most 
of the time you were welcome to look around 
once you had asked ftermission and had said what 
you were there for. tin my case this was taking 
photographs of old [ides only). 

Later on I heard that the Kincome people had 
experienced some nasty situations in regards to 
people looking around the village. For many 
years they had always welcomed outsiders to 
view their fine old poles and look at the beautiful 
old church with its handcarved alter. But there 
had been incidents. Some valued and irreplacea¬ 
ble things had disappeared. A few other such in¬ 
cidents had turned them sour on strangers from 
the outside with good reason. We can only hope 
that the situation does’t stay like this forever. 

The three boats then returned back to Echo 
Bay to where we soon caught up with them. That 
night we had the big steak dinner and by 11 
o’clock w r e were all asleep. v 

The next morning after another big meal the 
whole gang of us decided to split up and see if we 
coyldn't. find some abalone as it was one of the 
lowest tides of the ybar. The abalone hunt was a 
fiasco but we did get some nice greenling cod to 
add to our cooler for the nights seafood feast. 
Then we decided to try’ and get some more crabs 
so we headed out tow ards our spot again to set 
out the pots. 

From the crabbing spot we took on gas at the 
fuel float and then headed up to explore Simoom 
Sound. We rounded tile Burdwoods, which look in¬ 
teresting to explore, and cruised past the sheer 
bluffs at the entrance to the sound. Simoom 
Sound is pretty but so much like much of the rest 
of the country that we didn’t bother to linger on. 

Heading then through Penphrase Passage 
we were soon looking down into the long fiord of

Kingcome Inlet. Unfortunately the weather was 
now starting to turn bad once again and we Were 
robbed of the spectacular view of the high gla¬ 
ciated peaks up above the head of Kingcome. Fif¬ 
teen minutes further on we slowed down to take a 
turn at a little salmon fishing off the mouth of 
Cypress Harbor. Between the four boats we 
picked up a few small coho to add to our larder 
for the evening feast. With Oscar at the helm we 
took the Starcraft up into the very end of Cypress 
Harbor where we stopped the boat and drifted 
while we made a light snack for lunch. 

It was now starting to drizzle so we put up 
the top and side curtains on the boat. Drifting 
quietly in the still reaches of this most beautiful 
little inlet we watched a doe and a fawn come 
down to feed on the long marsh grass near the 
water. Although they plainly saw us only a 
hundred feet away they were completely una¬ 
fraid. I suspect that they see few humans. 

From Cypress Harbor we continued on down 
Sutlej Channel and turned south to have a look at 
another interesting landmark, Broughton Lagoon. 

The lagoon itself is quite large, about three 
miles long by a mile wide. It is connected to the 
tidal waters of Sutlej Channel by a twisting, nar¬ 
row channel about 300 yards long. Most of the 
time it is completely inaccessible to small boats 
due to the raging mass of w-ater that funnels 
through the gap. However for a few minutes on 
each tide change the water in these channels is 
often navigable. In actuality it is a reversible 
rapids. 

We nosed up into the mouth of the channel to 
have a closer look at it. At first glance it looked 
horrible. A lot of debris was being swept down 
from the discharge erf the channel. A couple of big 
logs came racing through but we noticed that the

We waited another 
five minutes anfl then when things looked clear 
Oscar gunned thpe motor and we shot up into the 
gap. The current was sticky and it took some fast * ! 
manoeuvering of the wheel by Oscar but fo just a ^ 
few minutes we were through safely and up into • 
the beautiful waters of Broughton Lagoon. 

We took off *o have a quick look around the 
•shoreline not expecting the others to follow but a 
few minutes after we had made the ride up the 
other three boats followed in quick succession. 

Not knowing^ how long the gap would be navi- 
gable we only $pent a brief 10 minutes in the 
lagoon. It’s a good thing that we did for as we 
approached the ehannel to go back out we noticed 
fras now moving far swifter than 
than a minute we shot back 
what was a hair-raising ride. 

The other three followed but Keith, who was last, 
almost got in a 4m with a big log that started at 
the same time i he. . c 

Once out of tfre gap we headed homewards as 
the akies now looked as if they would open w ide 
and deluge us. heading back up Sutlej Channel it 
got quite rough heading into the guests of wind 
that now bore down against us. W/ bounced back 
slowly, picking tap our crab pots along* the w’ay. 

That night we had a seafood feast Fit for a 
king. Cold crab, filets of red snapper and green- 
ling, salmon steaks and salad. Stuffed to the 
eyeballs we collapsed into our Beds early that 
night.

Some purists may be disturbed to 
find Stompin’ ; Tom Connors and 
Robert W. Service in this anthology.

Both these poets wrote rough 
songs of the common man. but filled 
them with warmth, vigor, realism 
and the joy in living. Stompin’ Tom 
chants, ‘the girls are playing Bingo 
and the boys are getting Stinko’, 
while old Robert W. Service sings, T 
wanted the gold, and I sought it: I 
scrabbled and mucked like a slave’.

Canadian History 


History is a mightly difficult thing 
to \Vrite; for so much depends cn 
source material, and even here 
there is tendency to play up the good 
and forget the bad.

Review in Brief 


FACE TO FACE (New Press; 152 
pages: $6.50) is the transcription of 
a taped dialogue between Montreal’s 
Solange Chaput Holland and Cal¬ 
gary’s Gertrude Laing. 

Mme. Rolland has for years ham¬ 
mered home her plea for Quebec na¬ 
tionalism in the press, on radio and 
television, and in a series of books. 
She has convinced herself, and 
many English-speaking Canadians, 
that she is the authentic voice of 
Quebec. 

In this book she divulges that 
after the defeat of the Jean Lesage 
Liberal government she offered Le¬ 
sage her services as a candidate and 
that he kept her waiting six months 
for an unsatisfactory answer. Le- 
sage’s silence may have been more 
eloquent of her status than anything 
else. 

In Face to Face, Mrs. Laing, a 


calm, logical, highly intelligent 
women with a mind like a diplo¬ 
mat’s, argues the case Lor bicul- 
turalism within a united Canada. 
Against Mrs. Laing’s reasoned logic, 
the volatile Mme. Rolland’s emo¬ 
tional approach stamps her as a 
provencal. 

Reason wins hands down, and it 
is to Mme. Rolland’s credit that she 
emerges from this dialogue as a Ca¬ 
nadian, but without loss of pride in 
Quebec. 

This lively, provocative book is a 
further reminder that if ever the 
Quebec Problem is to be solved the 
solution will be through com¬ 
munication of people with open 
minds. Prime Minister Trudeau 
could do worse than invite Mrs. 
Laing, a bilingual Francophile, to do 
by persuasion what he has failed to 
do politically and economically.

satisfaction, to make your vacation 
enjoyable, and to assist you in what¬ 
ever way they can. Your satisfaction 
is money in the bank to them'. 

It’s a two-way street, though. 
Just as he has an obligation to you, 
the broker also has an obligation to 
the boat’s owner. When you sign for 
the charter, all terms should be 
spelled out clearly in the charter 
agreement. By all means, ask for. 
clarification of any conditions you, 
don’t understand or are vague 
about. It is in the broker's interest 
tc^ee that you are clear as to what 
you can expect,, as well as what 
your obligations will be. 

The standard yacht charter party 
agreement will cover all terms, 
crew, delivery, insurance, accidents, 
restricted use, defaults, brokerage 
fees, disputes, your authority over 
the crew, running expense, unfor- 
seen complications, re-delivery and 
others. It is important to be com¬ 
pletely above board as to your expe¬ 
rience, or lack of it. This will aid the 
broker in suggesting the boat and 
area best suited to your charter. 
Since you will be on a boat with 
crew, there is considerably more 
leeway in this than there would be if 
you were going to bareboat. 

Heed your broker’s recommen¬ 
dations about what equipment to 
bring. He will supply you with an in¬ 
ventory list of equipment that will 
be on boaTd, and he will be able to 
make recommendations for other 
gear. Space is at a premium on a 
boat and it is important that you 
bring the right gear rather than a 
whole lot of it 

Know in advance exactly how 
many persons will be cruising with 
you, and pick them carefully. Be¬ 
cause of the space restrictions, you 
are all going to be seeing quite a lot 
of each other. You will be each 
other’s captive audience, so make 
sure you enjoy each other's com¬ 
pany. A charter party that is too 
large for the ■’yacht, even if it is just 
one person extra, can be the dif¬ 
ference between a successful cruise 
and one that leaves you in worse 
shape than when you started. 


One of the most common mis¬ 
takes made by someone who hai 
never cruised before is to trj/to do 
and see too much. Chances are, you 
wouldn’t have even contemplated a 
charter unless you wanted a chance 
to get away from it all and relax a 
little. If you try to cram a three- 
week adventure into six days you’ll 
miss toe real enjoyment of cruising. 
Besides, who knowi but what you 
will discover some secluded anchor¬ 
age that seemed to have been creat¬ 
ed just for you. If you dan spend an 
extra day there without having to 
worry about seeing toe next place 
on schedule, you will enjoy your 
vacation all toe more. j 

If you are seriously thinking of 
buying a boat and going cruising, 
chartering is an opportunity to txy it 
on for size without committing your¬ 
self to a purchase. By all means 
pick a boat similar, or identical, to 
the ohe you've been dreaming about. 
One cruise will be enough to tell you 
whether the boat that rounds so 
ideal on paper, or in the mouths of 
friends, can assume an entirely dif¬ 
ferent character when you are actu¬ 
ally on board. Some charter brokers 
allow you to* charter with an option 
to buy, with some, or all, of the 
charter fee applied to the purchase. 

Whatever you do, the idea fe to 
enjoy yourself. But remember, if 
you’ve never done this sort of thing 
before, make careful plans, listen to 
your broker’s advice, and don’t try 
to set tot entire world in one week.

gale blowing from the southeast. Even the usually 
calm waters of Cramer Passage had whitecaps 
on them.
